But when the * Swedish 
Nightiogalo” answered the encore by turn- 
ing in the direction of John Howard ayne 
and giving ‘* Home, Sweet Home, with 
all the wonderful tenderness, purity, and 
simplicity fitting both the words and air of 
the immortal song, the difference wasmat 
once seen between the mechanical 
plause called out by a display of fine vocali- 
zation and that elicited by the ‘* touch of 
pature that makes the whole world kin.”

The Fatal Bee Sting, 

Death from bee stings is an unusual in- 
cident. At Ludlow, however,on Tuesday, 
Mr. John Adney, formerly Mayor of that 
place, was stung so severely by a swarm of 
bees in his garden that he died almost im- 
mediately. It isa curious fact that per- 
haps the most formidable attack by 
bees on record, and orie which attracted 
considerable attention at the time, occur- 
red Prussia on the same day of the same 
month 65 years ago—namely, on the 20th 
July, 1820. According to the Berliner 
Zeitung of that date,M, Eulert,amerchant, 
was travelling in a carriage with his wife 
from Wittenburg to Berlin, when, on the 
high road between Kropstadt and Schmo- 
gelsdorf, a huge swarm of bees suddenly 
covered the carriage, horses, travellers and 
coachman. “Ina few {minutes the horses, 
overpowdered by stings, lay down on the 
ground, The coachman, while endeavor- 
ing to aid the horses, lost his hat, his head 
became covered with ‘ta matted mass of 
bees, hair and blood,” and he fell down in- 
sensible. M. Eulert, whose mouth was 
filled with bees, rushed off for assistance. 
On returning to the spot with a woodman 
whom he met and some laborers, Mdme. 
Eulert was found lying face downward on 
the ground, happily not much injured. The 
coachman was still insensible, and for 48 
hours his case was precarious. The bees 
being at last driven away by burning hay 
and straw, the suffering horses were ex- 
amined and were discovered in a frightful 
condition, One died the game day from 
the effect of the stings it had‘recetved, and 
the other was taken tu Schinogelsdorf and 
placed under tha care of a veterinary sur- 
geon, but succumbed to its injuries on the 
following day. There were at the time 
no’fewer than 2,000 hives of bees in the 
commune of Schmegelsdorf, where not only 
regret, but also no slight anxiety was caus- 
ed by M. Eulert’s unpleasant adventure. —

The lucky 
Arab gathered as many of the berries as he 
could carry, and having arrived at Aden, 
in Arabia, he informed the Mufti of his 
discovery, The worthy dervish was an in- 
veterate opium smoker, who had been suf- 
fering for years from the influence of the 
poisonous drug. He tried an infusion of 
the berries, and was delighted with the re- 
covery of his own vigor, so that in gratitude 
to the tree he called it cabnah, which in 
Arabic means ‘‘force.” And this is the way

Fillup the glasses from the decan- 
ter, and tho liquid poured into the zlasa 
containing the acid will quickly change to 
& beautiful red ; that poured with the soda 
will bo a fine f(reen, and that poured into 
the ompty glass will remain unchanged,

A now flannel dressing-gown, known 
as the nionk’s gown, has a hood in the 
shape of a Capuchin fmar’s, and also tho 
open sleeve and girdle worn by that ordor, 
The linings of the hood and sleeves are. of 


silk, of oithor corresponding or contrasting | 


color, and the girdle is Woven to match. 

Rough frieso cloth coats for children 
haye large plaits taken’ from tho shoulder, 
which arg held in place to tho pirdlo by 
oxidized silver buttons, and below that 
point the fulnoss falls i loose folde which 
forin the skirt of the coat. 

A quaint costumeds of cashmere in a soft 
dove shade, One side is entirely of plush, 
a bag of cashmere being suspended from 
the waist by a heavy cord to relieve the 
monotony. ‘Tho bodice is of the Puritan 
style, with the sleeves slashed with plush, 
and the vest, of linely-plaited India muslia, 
18 tmished with revers and collar to ccrres- 
pond, 

Foather-stitch and outline embroidery in 
flvral designs are used as decoration upon 
many wool costumes, 

Some of the new dress materials for even- 
ing wear slow atripes of white and yellow. 

Plush, both for dreases and wraps, should 
be made up the reverse way. Its power of 
attracting the light seems in this way to bo 
materially increasgd. 

An English model for an outdoor wrap 
for a stout person of middle ago was of ma- 
telasse, showing dark rich shades of brown, 
gold and red, It was nicely fitted to the 
shoulders, and so long as almost to touch 
the ground, The long sleeves were of vel 
vet, with a lining of the matelasse, and a 
velvet panel was let in down the back. 
Black fox fur and drop trimmings of che- 
nille were used for trimming this tasteful 
garment, 


Ruasia leather is used as a covering for 
the crown of a Parisian hat, and loutre 
brown plush covers the brim. A bird dyed 
the shade of the leather and surrounded by 
loops of brown ribbon forms the trimming. 


All kinds of birds’ feathers are still used 
upon hats and bonnets, yet the most ele- 
gant ladies show a decided preference for 
These are arranged

The demi-train,sot on to the skirt,is once 
more worn, thoughits use is confined to 
evening and dressy toilets. 

The Oxford hat closely resembling a col- 
lege hat, is popular for little girls of five or 
six yearsofage. A little round, plain tur- 
ban is made Of cardinal velvet. A largo 
square of tho samo is placed on this, the 
points coming exactly at the front and 

ack aud at the sides. A band of satin 
ribbon is tied around the turban, with 
loops and ends which hang down at the 
back. 

Heliotrope is a favorite color for even- 
ing toilets. Some of the new shades, both 
palo and decided, are rendered becoming 
to both fair and dark women by the aid of 
creamy lace and clusters of palo pink roses 
upon the corsage. 

Tartan plaids are once more worn by 
Parisians. Oftentimes they are used for 
entire costumes, though they are also seen 
in combination with plain colors. The 
plaids are very small, 

Very pretty and\ inexpensive evening 
dresses are made of cashmere or camel’s- 
hair in sage green, white, pearl, palo. blue, 
light heliotrope or scarlet. Plush striped 
skirts are sometimes worn with these 
gowns, but they may bo very tastefully 
made entirely of the wool goods, with a 
vest of plaited surah or white Irish lace, 
and bows of white watered ribbon as gar- 
niture. White watered silk may be yery 
effectively used with pale gray or pearl- 
colored cashmere, 

Velvet folds appear as a finish upon 
many of the newest jackets used to com- 
plete tailor-made costumes, 

A new English street garment is known 
as the covert coat. 1t is made of. biscuib- 
colored cloth, close-fitting at the back and 
semi-loose in front, and is lined through- 
out with cardinal silk, | It is strap-seamed, 
and a velvet-faced collar finishes the gar- 
inent tastefully. 

A return to the old tapestry patterns and 
soft varied colors of the fourteenth and fif- 
teonth centuries is predicted by a ee 
English authority for evening dresses anc 
elegant neglize toilets, 

Plain velvet skirts in the new shade of 
plomb, with drapories of yigogue of tho 
same shade, are inuch favored for street 
wear. 

What are known as Swiss belts are gen- 
rally worn by young ladies with full blouse 
waists, a style very becoming to slender 
figures. 

It.is the faney/of the hour that nothing 
should be worn about the throat in tho 
evening. Sometimes a string of pearls or 
jeweled necklet may be seen, butit is quite 
the exception, the neck as a rule being un- 
adorned, 

Silver is much used as a decoration for 
eyening dresses. It is very effective on 
white tulle with pink roses, also on black 
yelvet'and onsatin ofa genuine golden 
shade. Elaborate silver passementerios 
are séen on the black veluet bodices 
worn with lace, tulle, Brussels net or velvet 
skirts, 

Black and white are fashionably combin- 
ed in some dressy hate and bonnets.

Tho centres governing vol- 
untary movement are the first to bo affect- 
od, as seon in the nodding of the head ‘and 
the closure of the eyelids, and the body, if 
not prevented, tends t assume the position 
of repose determined by the law of gravity. 
The special senses soon follow, but here 
again they are not abrogated on masso. 
Sight is tho first to go, the stimulus no 
longer reaching that portion ol the cere- 


sensation, even where the closure ‘of the 
lids has notshut off external stimuli alto- 
gether. Hearing and smell are remarkably 
persistent, and, exceptin the deepest sleep, 
may be said to be only dullod, and ‘not ex- 
tinguished. _ Every one is familiar with the 
ease with which sleep is put an end to by 
unaccustomed noise, even of slight inten- 
sity, or, better still, by the cessation of any 
monotonous sound, as, for instance, the 
awakening of travellers. by rail or steam- 
boat.on any stoppage of the train or ma- 
chinery. 

Instances are on record, too, where the 
inhabitants of a house have been roused by 
simply the .smoll of tobacco, indulged in 
by inexperienced or incautious burglars. 
The persistent sensibility of these senses 
may, to some extent, be accounted for by 
the fact that they are not shut off from 
communication with the outsideworld, as 
are, for example, the eyes. To allow sleep, 
or, at any rate, quiet sleep, a certain har- 
mony must exist inthe connection of all 
the organs, which miust, so to speak, be 
tuned to the sleep tone. If one organ be 
in a state of activity, or, onthe other 
hand, its condition be abnormal in some 
other way, the sensorium refuses to abdicate 
its control. Thisis familiar to us in the 
case of cerebral activity or cold feet at 
bedtime, both being inimical to sleep. In- 
asmuch, therefore, as insomnia may resalt 
from either set of causes, we can either 
employ drugs, such as opium, which acts 
directly on the nerve centres, and so brivug 
about sleep ; or we may resort to medi- 
cines like hyphoney which is said to favor 
sleop rather than induce it, by allaying the 
irritable or hypérathetic condition of cer- 
tainorgansor parts.—Brittish Medical Jour- 
nal. .

Wonderful Discoveries. 

The medical journals for the past ten 
years have given accounts of wonderful dis- 
coverics in surgical science and of thoir ap- 
plication in practice—the filling of large, 
deep wounds with sponge, and t.e organi- 
zation and assimilation of the latter, skin- 
grafting, bone-grafting, and the successful 
adjustment and regrowth of fingers. Re 
cently two other wonderful discoveries have 
been reported. One is the organization of 
rubber within the animal tissues; tho 
other, the organization of blood-clots, their

But on examining it with a microscope 
it was found that the substance of the rub- 
ber had become truly organized ; that the 
lower end of the tube had become fully as- 
similated to the surrounding tissue, and 
had wholly lost its original form that the 
part of the tube next above this had lost 
its original shapeléss appearance and had 
acquired a complex structure, showing fine 
connecting tissue fires with cells of var- 
ious forms between them, and very numer- 
ous capillary bloodvessels. : 

Says the Medical Record: ‘*That india- 
rubber can thus become organized is the 
more remarkable when we consider that it

The other discovory was by Schede, a 
German expert.

To be Reconstructed. 


Lonpon, Jan. 4.—Mr. Goschon,although 
he will not be the Conservatiye leader in 
the Commons, obtains control of the ap- 
pointments. Sir R. A, Oross and Lord 


Iddesleigh have offered to resign in order 
to make room for Mr, Goschen’s nominees. 
The result will be a general reconstruction 
of the Cabinot. Mr. Goschen has asked 
Lord Northbrook to become Sir Rh. A.Cross’s 
successor, He also wants Mr. Ritchio 
in the Cabjnet, and he desires the latter's 
support in the work of  re-shaping 
the local Government bill. Sir Michael 
Hicks Beach and Lord Ashburn left Dublin 
for London last night. They are coming 
to attend a Cabinet Council which is to be 
held to-morrow. Sir Michael still adheres 
to his determination to remain in his 
present office, In official circles it is ag- 
cepted as settled that in the reconstruct- 
ed Cabinet Mr. Smith will be First Lord 
of the Treasury and leader in the Com- 
mons, and Lord Salisbury Premier and 
Foreign Minister.

1886, 
Gloucoster alone is, compared with the 
cateh of 1884, short three millions pounds 
of codlish, In the matter of mackerel and 
other fish caught along the coast the lonsis 
still groater, 1n 1884 the Gloucester fish- 
ermen caught 232,543 batrels of mackerel, 
and in 1885 they oa\ ght 157,680. barrels. 
in 1886, though tho season was an excel- 
lent one iene operating ou the Cava- 
dian coast, the Gloucester schooners only 
succeeded in carrying home 53,821 barrels, 
With o capital as small as the business, the 
rebult might not be so very unfavorable, 
But the capital invested in the American 
fishories to-day is larger by twenty por 
cent, than it was four years ago, when the 
catch was greater. ‘The falling off is there. 
fore severely felt.. No doubt the fishermen 
Speak from their hearts as well as from 
their pockets when they say they have had 
their worst experience in many years, 

For next year and for succeeding years 
tho outlook is not more brilliant than the 
result of 1886 has been. The Canadians, 
instead of relaxing their regulations, are 
preparing to enforce them with greater 
rigor, The Government has now a larger 
fleot of cutters than it commenced opera- 
tions with, and it will be able next season 
more efliciently to protect the coast. In ad- 
dition, the Royal assent has juat been given 
to the measure passed at the last session of 
the Bominion Parliament, authorizing the 
prompt seizure of foreign vessels transgres- 
sing the provisions of the Treaty of 1818. 
Under this new law all Unite! States fish- 
iny vessels coming into Canadian waters 
for other purposes than those mentioned 
in the treaty, namely, for ** shelter, re- 
pairs, wood and water,” are to be forfeited. 
The giving of the Royal assent to this mea- 
sure means something more than its passage 
into law ; it means practically that Great 
Britain is with Canada in her determination 
to defend the rights of the Canadian ‘peo- 
ple. These measures point to a more 
thorough protection of the Canadian fisher- 
ies, and thoy rob the foreign fishermen of 
whatever expectations they had that they 
could sugcessfully poach upon the Canadian 
preserve, ‘l'her@is just one hope for our 
neighbors. and that is in the reported 
readiness of the United States authorities 
to open negotiations with a view to reach- 
ing a new treaty. For all concerned an 
arrangement is desirable. Whatever the 
United States may do in tho premises, it is 
certain that the Oanadian Government, 
jucging by its record, will do all in its 
power to secure an honorable and satisfac- 


tory settlement.— Mail.

Connecticct Biue Laws, 


Toxt of the Original Laws Enacted by the 
Dominion of New Haven, 

At this time, when there is so much talk 
about ‘* blue laws,” it may not be unin- 
teresting to know just what is meant by 
the term, and what the original laws of 
this denomination were. The laws in ques- 
tion were enacted by the people of the 
**Dominion of New Haven,” and because 
they were printed on blue paper. They are 
as follows ; 

‘*The governor and magistrates conven- 
ed in genoral assembly are the supreme 
power under God, of this independent do- 
minion. From the determination of the 
assembly no appeal shall be made. 

** No one shall be a freeman or have a 
vote unless he is converted and a member 
of one of the churches allowed in the do- 
minion, 

‘* Each freeman shall swear by the bless- 
ed God to bear true allegiance to this 
dominion, and that Jesus is the only king, 

‘| No dissenter from the essential wer- 
ship of this dominion shall be allowed to 
give a vote for electing of magistrates or 
any officer, 

** No food or lodging shall be offered to a 
heretic. 

** No one shall croas'a river on tho Sab- 
bath but authorized clergymen. 

**Noone shall travel, cook victuals, 
make beds, sweep houses, cut hair or shave 
on the Sabbath day, 

** No one shall kiss his or her children on 
the Sabbath or fast days. 

‘* The Sabbath day shall begin at sunset 
Saturday. . 

* Whoever wears clothes trimmed with 
gold, silver or bone lace above one shilling 
per yard shall be presented by the gran 
jurors, and the selectmen shall tax, the 
estate £300. 

‘Whoever brings cards or dice into the 
dominion shall pay a fine of £6. 

f‘No one shall pat mince pies, dance, play 
cards or play any instrument of music, ex- 
cept the drum, trumpot, or jow’s harp. 

‘No gospel minister shall join people. in 
marriage. The magistrate may join them 
in marriage, as he may do it with less scan- 
dal to Christ’s church, 

‘When people refuse their children con- 
venient marriages, the magistrate shall do- 
termine the point. 

“‘A man who strikes his wife shall be 
fined £10, 

‘A woman who strikes her husband shall 
be punished as the law directs. 

‘*No man shall court a maid in person or 
by letter without obtaining the consent of 
her parents ; £5 penalty for the first of- 
fense, £10 for the second, and for the third 
imprisonment during the pleasure of the 
court. "

. THE SEA-GULL'S KISS. 


Ap Occurrence that Fed the Superstition of 
a SLip'’s Crow. 


From the Providence Journal, 
| In thé shipping news of a recent issue of 
this paper was the announcomeut of tho 
death of Seaman Jicimo Tarabococta, of 
tho Austrian bark Ukraine, Captain 
Mircovich, by falling from the foretop- 
gallant-sail yard when tho vessel was about 
450 miles off the coast. of South Carolina. 
| Thore is n weird talo told in rogard to tho 
young sailor's death—ho was but 23 yoars 
old —by the sailors of the Ukraine. 
thom, from Captain down, are rugged, 
practical mon, and yet this voyage force 
many of thom to a partial belief in omens. 
The story must be takon as true, however 
much readers of it are disinolined 
the superstitious. It was just before 4 
o'clock on the morning of Saturday, Dec. 
11, and, as has been said, tho bark was far 
off the South Carolina shore.

Tho weathor was 
clear and quite cold, and it was atill in the 
darker hours of the night, Strangely 
enough, at this time, there appeared over 
ull, and it uttered and 
settled slowly downward.

Put the meat, 
tho ears, heart, tongue, liver, and the feet 
into a boiler of cold salt water—not very 
silty—and let them soak three days. Each 
day scrape them all with a knife and change 
the water. A handful of salt is enough for 
jtwo medium sized hogs.

Take the liquor 
and, if it contains scraps of meat, all the 
better; but be sure there are 
Many retain part he fat. Let it boil, 
jand thicken it with corn meal aud buck- 
wheat flourin nearly equal propartions, 
the same as ordinary mush. If buckwheat is 
nof used it will not hold together for frying. 
It need not be cooked bat a short timo, 
Turn into dishes to mold. Lot it get cold 
and when wanted cut in nice slices and fry 
for breakfast. It is really a very palatable 
dish, 

Souse—Take the feet and ears after hay- 
ing been scraped and svaked for three days 
as directed above, put over the fire, and 
cover with cold water. When it comes to 
a boil skim carefully and then set back 
where it will simmer gently until the bones 
separate easily from the meat, Skim out 
the moat and remove the bones and gristle 
and any superfluousfat. Place in a jar 
Bae Rese Ceo eR AG NESE RS, “a 
blades of mace, boiling hot. In 
three days it will be fit for eating. 

Stewed Pigs’ Feet—If not wanted for 
souse take from the water they have been 
soaking in, putina kettle of cold water 
and boil for two hours. Take out and put 
in a baking-pan, pour over some of the 
water they were boiled in, and brown nice- 
—— | ly in the oven. Use the water loft in the 
kettle to boil cabbage and turnips in to 
serve with the feet. 


Sausago—Take half as much fat pork as 
lean. ‘To three pounds of meat put threo 
teaspoons—scant—of powdered sage, two 
teaspoons of pepper, the same of salt, one- 
teaspoon of ground cloves: and a. pinch of 
grated nutmeg. Chop very fine and mix 
thoroughly. Lf wanted to keep any length 
of time pack in a jar and pour melted lard 
over it. 

Trying Out Lard—Thoe leaves should be 
cut into small pieces. Put afew pieces at 
first into the kettlo, and when they are 
melted or heated through putin the re- 
mainder. Let heat slowly until the scraps 
are crisp. Strain through a cloth. 1t is 
better to use cheap, new, unbleached mus- 
lin. Very many housewives use nothing to 
clarify their lard. Some use a raw potato 
sliced aud skimmed out when done toa 
crisp. Others who can procure it use the 
bark of slippery-eulm taken from near 
the roots—about the quantity that would 
be used of raw potatoes. Others still have 
shown me lard tried out with a teacup of 
white iye to each kettle of lard, This is 
especially recommended for that obtained 
from the fat of the smaller intestines and 
the flabby pieces of fat not fit tor salting. 
A quart of water is poured over over a pint 
of wood-ashes and the lye used as directed. 
It purities the lard, and the impurities may 
be skimmed from the top. By its use there 
is no necessity for squeezing the scraps, as 
it seems to bring out all the lard contained 
in them, leaving them dry andhusky, By 
some salt is regarded as a presoryative, aud 
a small quantity is added as itis melting 
But it is a question whether it does what is 
claimed for it. 
mois‘'ure must all be cooked out, ‘The lard 
must be cooked thoroughly. This done, it 
will keop. Tin cans, pails or stone jars are 
any of them suitable to keep itin, It is 
very much cheaper for those who live in 
cities to try out their own lard, Out of 
seventy-five pounds of leaves that I tried 
out not very long sinco there was less than 
two pounds of scraps. The price paid was 
74 cents, making a saving of more than 2 
cénts on the price of leaf-lard, besides giv- 
iug us the very best article that could be 
procured, 1t took less than two half days, 
and was not at all difficult. Stir tho kettle 
of lard often from the bottom to prevent 
scorching. Threo kettles may be trying at 
once, thus making expeditious work of it.

Stewed Pork Tendorloins.—Put the 
tonderloing in a well-heated spider, sufli- 
ciently greased to prevent scorching. Fry 
brown on both sides, but do not cook them 
‘lone. Cover with boiling water and stew 
twenty minutes or longer, Season 
salt and peppor, and thicken tho gravy. 

Sparo-Rib and Dumplings—Cut the ribs, 
across once and then in three or four-inch 
strips. Putina kettle and cover with hot 
water.» Put a small plate in the bottom of 
the kettle. When they have cooked -until 
nearly done, having been seasoned with 
sult &nd pepper, add a layer of poeled pot- 
atoes cut in thick slices, and some dump- 
lings. made as follows ; Take one quart of 
flour, one tablespoon of melted butter, 
threo beaten eggs, throe teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder, a pinch of ealt, and water or 
milk to stir very sti. Drop with a spoon 
in small lumps and boil twenty minutes. 
Be suro thatthere is sufficient water to cook 
thom without burning. 

Roast Piy—Take a pig six or eight woeks 
old, Scald and clean and scrape very thor- 
oughly. Mako a stufling of bread crumbs, 
molted butter, sage, salb and pepper. 
Stuffit until itis plump, sew up, fasten 
the fore legs forward and the hind legs 
backward, Score the skin in squares, Put 
a pint of water in the pan. Rub all ovor 
with pepper and salt and either butter or 
lard. Put into amoderately heated oven 
and baste often with melted butter to make 
sure of the skin being tender. When this 
end is gained baste with drippings. Boe 
careful not to burn it. It will take not 
far from three hours. When done take it 
up ona bed of parsley or green golery. 
Put a baked apple in its mouth. Pour off 
the fat from the top of the drippings, add 
sufficientjwater to the remainder, and thick- 
en for gravy. Serve with apple sauce, 
pickles, tart jelly, and any vegetable de-

DOMINION FINANCES. 

We learn from the Ottawa correspond- 
ence of the Mail.that the statement of 
revenue and expenditure for the month 
of December and for the first six months of 
the fiscal year continues to show a most 
gratifying increase in the former and de- 
crease in the latter. The revenue receipts 
for the month are :—Customs, $1,756,946 ; 
excise, $567,130 ; other sources, $523,914 ; 
total, $2,847,990, as compared with §$2,- 
302,630 for the same month in 1885, show- 

_ ing an increase of $545,360,of which $448, - 
044 is in customs, $41,916 in excise, and 
the remainder in postoffice, public works, 
etc. ‘The expenditure for the month was 
$2,297,168, being $548,924 less than for 
December, 1885. 

For the first six months of the fiscal yea 
the result has been as follows ;— Revenue, 
$17,027,898 ; expenditure, $15,380,315 ; 
surplus, $1,647,583. For the same period 
last year the figures were :—Revenue, 
$14,755,705 ; expenditures, $17,571,054 ; 
deficit, $2,815,349. Orto putitin another 
way, the revenue has increased about two 
millions and a quarter and the expenditure 
decreased more than two millions. A de- 
ficit of over two and three quarter millions

——~-nhmdinte o aurnine of nearly 
one million and three quarters. The great- 


est increase has been made in customs, $1, - 
617,337, and excise, $332,248, but post- 
office and public works, including railways, 
show considerable increases. Taken alto- 
gether, the result of the first six months is 
highly satisfactory, and indicates that,after 
making allowances for the half-yearly sub- 
sidies to the provinces, which were paid in 
advance on the first of the month,a very 
handsome surplus is likely to accrue before 
the close of the fiscal year.

The butter from the Jersey cow has a 
bright color, more distinct grain, and will 
endure a higher temperature without melt- 
ing than almost any other kind. Having 
selected the herd provide it at all times 
with an abundant supply of good food,pure 
water and salt, easy of access, . The care of 
the herd is essential to success in butter 
making, a8 unkind treatment tells on the 
quality of the milk. The milk should 
be set as soon as possible and remain at rest 


until the cream is separated from the milk,

and care Gin produca good sweet butter 
from butter cream. The cream dishes 
should be made of tin. The best butter 
can be produced by churning every day. 
No cream will yield all its butter to the 
churn until it has passed certain chemical 
changes which is termed the “ripening pro- 
cess.” When the cream is in just the right 
condition to churn, is tho most difficult prob- 
lem to solve in butter making, and requires 
a great deal of careful study. The cream, 
when ripened, and ready to churn, has a 
clear, glossy look, a smooth, unctuous feel, 
and moderate acid taste. The vast 
amount of butter remaining in the butter- 
milk, and therefore lost, is my excuse for 
dwelling so long on the subject. The old 
dasher churn will produce as good batter 
as any churn, because it brings the buttor 
by concussion of the cream, and not by 
friction. 1t is bad policy to tempor the 
cream by the addition of water either hot 
orcold. The churn should be run just 
fast enough to give the cream its greatest 
concussion. The ordinary revolving box 
or barrel churns from thirty to forty re- 
volutions per minute, will be found about 
the right speed torun them. In conclu- 
sion, the speaker advised butter makers to 
sell their butter when new, and let it go 


to consumption when nice, new and 
fresh,

New Britain and its Queer People, 

New Britain is one of the most beautiful 
countries in the world. The contours of 
the lofty mountains are very graceful, and 
the variety of tints of the rich tropical ver- 
dure isas attractive’as it is unusual. The 
dense foliage is intérspersed with patches 
of grass of an omerald hue, At Matupi in 
Blanche Bay there is an active volcano, a 
curious volcanic island, and a region of hot 
springs. I travelled by Jand once from 
Nodup to Blanche Bay, and the heat and 
fatigue were more than compensated by the 
beauty and varied character Of the scenery 
traversed. The New Britain people go en- 
tirely naked, They are not a fine race,and 
what the activity and vigor of the Solomon 
Islanders, Foreigners have introduced a 
good’mauy frearms among the inhabitants 
of Blatich Bay and Kambeirah, but asa rule 
the spear, usually adorned with brightly 
colored feathers, is their weapon. They 
build.good houses and make excellent-nets 
and ingenious fishing baskets. They aro 
the only cannibals 1 know who are not 
ashamed of their fondness for human flesh. 
A Geran settler told me that overtures 
were made to arrange the purchase of the 
body of a man who had been accidentally 
killed by a neighboring tribe with whom 
the would-be buyers were not friendly, 
The reason given was a desire to eat what 
otherwise might be wasted in a common- 
place interment, 

There is another yery reniarkable cus- 
tom, about which I was given information 
by the Rey. Mr. Rooney of the Wesleyan 
Missions, who labors in this part of Mel- 
anesis. It may doscribed as follows: If 
A injures B, B burns down O's hut, or 
makes a hole in his canoe, or sticks a spear 
in the pathway so that C is nearly suro to 
run against it, .B lets C know that he has 
injured him, and the reason of it, when O 
is expected to settle the account with A, 
the first aggressor. On the whole the New 
Britain people are tho least attractive of 
all Melanesians whom I know. They are 
very dirty, and do not possess the®skill in 
fashioning pottery, or carving wooden 
bowls, of their neighbors in the Solomons 
and the Admiralty Islands,—From the 
Popular Science Monthly.

AN LNSTRUCTOR'S REPORT, 

Mr. James Whitton, Instructor fur the 
Eastorn District, read his report, in which 
it was stated that the quality of cheese 
produced showed a marked improvoment,

ever, that more attention was needed to- 


ward the necessity of having pure milk

Ontario, at the close of Mr. Choesman's 
address, said that he would be vory happy 
to have the tests made during the next 
Provincial Exhibition at Ottawa, and that

His text was Gonesis, co. 47, v, 8, ‘How old 
art thou!” Tho preacher said:— 

The Kyyptiau capital was the focus of the 
| world’s wealth, Io shipsand barg e, there had 

been brought to itfrom India frankincense, 
' and cinnamon, and ivory, and diamonds; from 
the North, marble aodiron; from Syria, par- 
plo and # lk; from Gierce, some of the fioest 
horees of the world and some of the most brill- 
jant chariots; and from all the earth that Which 
could best please the eye, and charm the ear, 

aud gratify thetaste, There wore temples a- 
flame with red sandstone, entered by the gate- 
ways that wers guar fed by pil’ars bows dering 
with hieroglyphic, aud wound with brazen 
serpents, and adorned with wicged creatutrés— 
their eyes, and beaks, and piniona glittering with 
precious atones, Thera were marble columns 
blooming into white flower-brds; there were 
stone pillam, at the top barsting into the shape 
of the lotus when in full bloom, Along the ayen- 
ues, inbd with sphinx, and faue, and obelisk, 
there were princes who came ia gorgeously up- 
holstered palanqoin, carried by servants instar 
let, or elaawhere drawn by vehicles, the suow- 
white horses, go'den-bitted and six abreust, 
dashing at fullran There were fountains from 
stone-wreathed vases climbing the ladders of the 
light. You would hear a bolt shove and a door 
of brig» would opéo jike a flash of the: eur, 
The surrounding gardens were saturated with 
odord that mnounted the terrate, and dripped 
from the arbors, and burned their incense in 
the Egyptian noon.

measuring our earthly existence. Jt is with re- 
ference to this higher meaning that I confront 
you this mo ning with the stupendous question 
of the text, and ask :—‘How old art thon ? 


* There are many who estimate their life by 
mere worldly/gratification. Whsn Lord Dan- 
das was wished a happy New Year, he said :— 
‘It will have totea happier year than the past, 
for I hadn’t one happy moment in all the twelve 
months that have gone.’ But that has not been 
the experience of most of us. We have found 
that though the world is blasted with sip, it isa 
very bright and besutiful place to reside in, 
We have had joys irnumerible. There is no hos- 
tility be'ween the Gospel and the merriments 
And the festivities of life.

Lives Shortened by ths War, 


Gon. Grant died at the age of 63, Gon. 
Logan died at the age of 68, Gon, Hancock 
died at the age of 61, Gen, McOlollan died 
at the age of 60, Gen. Hallock died at 59, 
Gen. George G. Meade died at 57. Gen. 
Geo. H. Thomas died at 54; (Gen. W. T. 
Sherimau is the only one of tha few groatost 
Generals of the war who has passed far be- 
youd the fatal 63, and Farragut, its great- 
ost naval hero, died at 69, Grant, Logan, 
Hancock, and McClellan were men who, in 
the ordinary course of nature and in cir- 
cumstances of peaceful life, would have 
lived, if not to extrome at least to advanced 
vld age. They died years before the timo 
naturally allotted to them. Meado and 
Thomas were of more fragile mould, and 
yiolded earlier to the weaknesses of broken 
constitutions and to the causes that short- 
ened their lives. All the great Generals 
of the war who have died since its close, 
evidently met premature deaths, All died 
suddenly, or after brief illnesses, and in 
each case, as in that of Logan, brain and 
neryous complications precipitated the 
fatal action of the disease. The cause 

of Grant's lingering disease and death 

from cancer appears to be an exception to 
these uniform facts, but it is not. Tho can- 
cer was as much a disease of the nerves as 
of the muscular tissues, and it was certain 
from its inception of a fatal termination, 
The cause of death, if not death itself, came 
unexpectedly, surprisingly, and of the 
order of nature. Undoubtedly, the weight 
of such vast responsibilities as a high mili- 
tary command imposes—tho exhaustion of 
brain and nerve power in planning, in 
watching, in the labor and anxiety of the 
march, in the pain, excitement, solicitude, 
| peril, and mental torture of the battlefiold, 


when every sense, perception, and powor 
is stretched to. its utmost tensioi—must 
impair the energies of the best constitu- 
tions, and create points of weakness from 
which’ decay will spread and cause the fall 
of the entire structuro earlier than the cat- 
astrophe would otherwise have occurred. 
As it is with the commanders so it is with 
the soldiers who were in active service 
throughout the war. Their lives have, as 
arule, been shortened by at least three 
times the length of their term of service. 
Few of them have passed, or will pass, the 
fatal years that follow soun after the land- 
mark of threescore, while the few who do 
cross it are far more than outnumbered by 
those who do not reach it.—Chicago Jour- 
nal, Dec, 28.

Never was there a greater mistake, Ital- 
ian women, even in towns and in good cir- 
cumstances, work harder than any other 
women. Nota stitch is done in the house 
that they do not do. ‘hey spin and make 
their own linen,rear their own silk-worms, 
knit their own stockings and the stockings 
for the whole family, make their own 
dresses, hats, bonnets and cloaks, and 
superintend all the baking, cooking and 
cleaning of the house, if they do aot posi- 
tively do them themselves, They rarely 
go out excepton Sundays and holidays, 
and rarely receive visitors unless in the 
highest society, where one day a week is 
set aside for receiving. They are perfect 
slaves to their husbands, whose comforts 
they study from morning until night. 

Bonny brides, even in the high society, 
still maintain the custom of making their 
own wedding outfits, A young friend of 
mine who has just married, has bought her 
husband four dozen of every article of body 
and house linens, all made and embroider- 
ed with her own hands, even the lace 
which trims the house linen being her own 
work. All the stockings, also, were knit- 
ted by herself. Nor is this the exception; 
itis the rulein Italy. Who, after this, 
shall say the Italian women are idlers? 
No one, certainly, who has known and 
seen them will ever say so; on the con- 
trary, I would hold them up as models for 
all other women to imitare. Why, even in 
ome, once the capital of the world, the 
women spend their time between their 
house and their church, yarying these with 
an occasional walk on Sundays and great 
holidays, while everything in the house is 
done by themselves, servants being too ex- 
pensive for most incomes nowdays.

Self Exiled on a Pacific latand, 


Solitary White Man who Lives Among the 
Savepyes of Oceanlon 

Many solitary white men live on little 
islauds in the Pacific ocoan, They are 
traders in the employ of large comm -rcial 
houses in Eurepe. They rarely or ever sce 
other white men, oxcept when vessels come 
(about twice a ywar) to bring thom food sup- 
plies and articles of barter, and take on the 
articles they have collected. After getting 
pormission of the native chiefs to settle, 
they build a station, with lumber landed 
for the purpose, aud then opon trade with 
the natives, bartering their toinahawke, 
knives, tobacco, and othor articles for co- 
coaputs. With the assistance of native 
labor they open tho sholls, dry the nuts, 
and make of thom the preparation known 
as copra, which is taken to Europe and 
there converted into oil. 

A few white mon may be found in some 
savage groups who wont there as traders 
many years ago, finally adopted native 
manuers and customs as their own, murried 
aa inordinate number of wives, and are 
more lazy and degraded than most of the 
aboriginer. Mr. Romilly, who has met a 
number of them, says their offspring are 
generally the most worthless vagabonds on 
the islands, 

A whilo ago the crew of a vossel which 
touched at one of the Admiralty islands 
were greatly surprised to hear tho firing of 
agup. Presently « white may, who gave 
the name of John Dunn, appeared. He had 
been ontho island two months ond is 
believed to be the only white man who has 
ever lived on any of the Admiralty islands, 
Hoe was engaged in an enterprise of his own, 
He bad been driven from the island on 
which a vessel had landed hii by the hos- 
tility of the natives, and had taken refuge 
where he was found. He was fishing for 
beche de mer, which is esteemed by the 
Chinese as a great culinary Jelicacy, and 
said he expocted to¥dry enough to make 
him rich if the natives did not kill him, or 
the vessel forget to come baek and take 
him away. Whether John Dunn has safe- 
ly departed from the home of his cannibal 
friends has not yet boen reported.

The French Civil Service. 

The office hours in the French public 
service are usually from ten to five overy 
day, Sundays excepted, The holidays 
vary in many departments, but the ayer- 
age would seem to be about threo weeks, 
not including the legal holidays, about six 
in number. Every possible indulgence is 
allowed in case of bereavement. ln some 
of the departments extra pay is meted out 
for New Year's Day, althongh no work is 
done. The pensons descend to as low as 
£20, but in no case must exceed £240. 
The term of service is 30 years, but in some 
of the departments, such as those connect- 
ed with the fine arts, musicans, and others, 
are allowed pensions for 20 years’ sorvice. 
The general limit of age is 60 years. Ap- 
pointments to the public service are usual- 
ly made by the Departmental Directors, 
and in all cases strict examinations haye to 
be passed. In the higher departments, 
such as that of the Foreign Office, youth- 
ful candidates are expected to have diplo- 
mas as Bachelors of Arts, or, if not, high 
educational certificates of some kind. 

The examinations take place in January 
of each year, and candidates must not be, 
as a rule, under 2l orover 26. Inthe Par- 
liamentary office, however, the qualifica- 
tions for candidatos are of so strict a char- 
acter that the limit of age for the competi- 
tive examination has been extended to 
forty-five years. The techinical examin- 
ations for various other departments are 
also of a very strict and searching kind, 
Those for the higher Parliamentary officials, 
however, euch ay redacteurs and stano- 
graphers, seeins to be the most  diflicult 
ordeal of all, tho candidates, in addition to 
their ordinary acquisitions, as set forth in 
their university diplomas of Bachelor or 
Master of Arts, being obliged to prepare 
aud read outin the examination hall two 
essays, one of a political and the other of 
a financial character. In this, department 
an advantage is gained by tho long holidaya, 
which leave officials perfectly freo at the 
same time they draw their full pay. In 
none of the departments is exemption from 
army service allowed, tho Parliamontary 
junior officials being obliged to entor tho 
ranks as well as those in less important de- 
partments. Public employees have, how- 
ever, this advantage over private ones, that 
in no caso is their period of army sorvice 
allowed to interfere with their professional 
prospects,

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THE MAIL'S * DELIVERANCE,” 

As is well known to every Conservative, 
the Toronto Mail, by the course which it 

‘saw fit to pursue,in opposition to the leaders 

of the party of which it had, until about a 

year ago, been a consistent and poworful 
supporter, militated very seriously against 
the party in the recent general election for 
the Legislature, Haying declared its 
determination to continue that course, other 
leading Conservative journals expressed 
their disapproval of the Mail's program- 
me and repudiated it on behalf of the Con- 
servative party ;soour Toronto contem- 
porary having evidently came to the wise 
conclusion that the attempt of the leading 
journal to rule the party would result in 
failure, and no doubt feeling that its posi- 
tion as an independent Conservative jour- 
nal could no longer be maintained, animat- 
ed also no doubt by the spirit of fair play 
towards the party which it had so long 
supported, has manfully decided to sever 
its connection with the Conservative party. 
This it does formally in an article publish- 
ed in its issue of the 8th inst., in which it 
says: 

Some months ago the Mai! declared it- 
self an independent Conservative news- 
paper. We had grown out of the disabili- 
les of organship. A party journalist of 
long experience has recently denied that 
party journalists live by lying; but we do 
not think he would seek to controyert tho 
assertion that the party press, like Pascal's 
Jesuit, is often compelled to keep the vital 
truth below its breath—un mensonge tout 
haut, et la verite tout bas. The Mail de- 
termined at that time to break loose from 
the fetters that bound it, and to give the 
Conservatives a general support from an 
independent standpoint. We have en- 
deavored to the best of our ability to 
fulfil the pledges then given, which 
were, to conduct the discussion of public 
affairs in a broad and liberal spirit ; 
and, whilst leaning to Conservatism, to 
contend for what we belieye to be 
truth regardless of political considerations. 
We find, however, that in order to be ab- 
solutely free we must be absolutely inde- 
pace no middle course being possible. 

n the contest now going on our utterances 
are saddled upon the Conservative leaders, 
although our course for overa year past 
has been wholly at variance with their 
wishes. This, it need scarcely be said, is 
unfair to them. And whilst Sir John Mac- 
donald and Mr. Meredith are held respon- 
sible for our views,'despite the fact that 
they have earnestly and even impatiently 
protested against them, we on our part 
have to shoulder responsibility for words 
and acts of theirs which we can neither 
justify or excuse. Ina word, the working 
partnership between us andthe Conservative 
party has broken down; and nothing re- 
mains for us but to accept the logical de- 
velopment of our former departure, and 
make the Mai! an independent journal, 
serving neither party and criticizing both 
with the freedom born ofa complete deliver- 
ance fron political ties. 

We regret thatthe Mail hasseen fitto with- 
draw from the Conservative party,to which 
it rendered, up tothe time of its assump- 
tion of 4 quasi-independent role,services the 
value of which will be long and gratefully re- 
memberéd. The reasons which havo in- 
duced sucha course may be atrong, but 
to us they appear insdfficient, as although 
it is quite true that individual freedom is 
toa small extent sacrificed by the party 
system, yet our contemporay frankly ac- 
knowledges that “ the party system is the 
only system yet devised for conducting the 
business of nations.” Has our contempor- 
ary anything better to offer in lieu of the 
party system? Nothing whatever, It 
simply declares that its independence does 
not imply a feeble neutrality, and proceeds 
to state its programme, with two at least 
of the planks in which the great majority 
of the Conservative party have no sym- 
pathy whatever, nanicly a suggosted inodi- 
fication of the treaty of 1763, under which 
certain rights are guaranteed the French 
Canadians in the Provinco of Quebec, and 
the abolition of separate Schools in Ontario 
and Quebec, 

Now suppone that the Muail succeeds in 
attracting to the support of its programme 
a suflicient number. of electors to form a 
third party, pledged to carry out its ideas, 
what then? Simply this, that as the jour- 
nal could not assume tho functions of party 
leadership, the party must have 
leaders. Those loaders could not in all 
things agree oxactly with the Mail 
with tho wholo of thoir supporters ; 
thoy woald be obliged to give wud take, in 
order to gain or to inaintain public appro- 
bation aud support, just as tho Joadorgs of 
all parties have done over since the insti.

_ When the Toronto Mail began its anti- 
French, anti Catholic campaign Sir John 
Macdonald, who was in England at the 
time, took care to publicly express views 
exactly contrary to those of the Mail. He 
praised the Fronch Canadians for their 
loyalty to Canada and the empire, and his 
speech, which was telegraphed to Canada, 
called forth from several Liberal papers 
comments to the effects that in view ot the 
fact that Sir John had been burned in effigy 
in this Province, he seemed to like the 
French Canadians a good deal better than 
they liked him. Returning to Canada Sir 
John maintained the same attitude toward 
the French Canadians, and it was not until 
he started on his North-West tour that the 
Mail became offensively violent. While 
proceeding through Manitobaand the North- 
West, Sir John took evegy opportunity to 
place himself on record against the Mail's 
course, although he did not mention that 
paper. He paid the French Canadi- 
ans 80 many compliments that the Ot- 
tawa Free Press, a Liberal paper, called 
particular attention to the fact. On 
returning to Ontario, he at once pub- 
licly repudiated the Mail, said that 
he was not in accord with its views on 
this matter, and that the Conservative 
ministry would not bo held responsible for 
them. At almost every public meeting 
which he addressed in Ontario while mak- 
ing the tour of that province, he expressed 
himself in similar terms. Lt must be not- 
ed that Sir John did not wait until he 
reached Quebec to make this declaration. 
He took care to speak in the western 
counties of Ontario, where the Protestant 
voters are most numerous and the anti- 
French sentiment the strongest. Let Mr,

wook, Great as have been these changes, 
tho proseptyear bids faistes keop abreass 
of tho timos, and add fresh lustre to. the 
reputation of our city. Passing down Lib- 
arty strdot last Sunday, a young manmade 
his exit-from adrug shop. He did not look 
happy ;) even a stranger could notice bile 
springing from every muscle of his faos, 
Meoting a companion at the door, he asked 
for a toby ; it may, be; necessary to paren- 
thetically remark that a toby isa very fino 
cigar—four for five cents, His companion 
lpoked the picture of desolation, and re- 
sponded in deep though sad toues that he, 
too, had been looking for one with no bet- 
ter success, ** The law and good order So- 
ciety’ some time ago managed to have an 
ordinance passed in Council that.no shop, 
hotel, or stere should keep or have cigars 
for sale on Sunday, under penalty of a heavy 
fine or imprisonment. This new regulation 
came into force on the first Sunday of the 
new year, and great was the misery and 
adverse benedictions uttered by the youth 
who failed to lay in his supply. The cigar 
men now vow vengeance, and assert with 
strong language that if the Society does not 
rescind the law thy will have all street cars 
stopped, all coachmen arrested who drive 
to charch on Sunday, and all railway tickot 
offices closed, Pittsburg, heretofore, has 
suffered from the lowest even to the high- 
eat Of her city officials. It is stated upon 
indisputable authority that not long since 
4 man was arrested at a gambling resort, 
and when taken to the station he requested 
to speak to the Mayor through the tele- 
phone, and when that august personage 
was aware of his arrest, he sent a message 
to have him liberated, and ordered hig 
coachman to haye the pardoned criminal 

to bo brought to his house, whero the game 
was continued, 

A very sad and almost fatal accident hap- 
pened in our quiet burgh afew days’ ago. 
lt appears that Mr. Hill, who is a whole- 
sale merchant inthe city, had been out 
making large collections and arriving home 
after office hours, decided to bring the 
money home, During the night his eldest 
daughter Laura, a very handsome young 
lady, about twenty years old, was troubled 
with toothache. She arose and, throwing 
® wreppor around her, went to the 
kitchen to make soniething warm for tho 
tooth. The fathor, hearing a n‘ise at an 
unusual hour and having a large sum of 
money in the house. at once concluded that 
burglars were after the money, Taking his 
revolver, he quietly descended the stairs 
and into thedining room. Everywhere 
were signs that someone had been there 
since he had retired. Opening the kitchen 
door, he saw a form crouching beside tho 
stove,took aim and fired, Imagine his feel- 
ipgs when tho daughter shrieked, “Pa, you 
haye shot me,’’ and fell on the floor, Medi- 
cal aid was immediately summoned,and the 
wound, though very serious, has not as yot 
proved fatal. 

Governor Pattison,of Pu., inhis message 
to the Legislature at Harrisburg, asks that 
body to’enact some law whereby any rail- 
road company or corporation which ‘pools’ 
or gives rebates, or discriminates betwoen 
different firms, shall forfefit their charter, 
Tho Standard Oil Company, which really 
owns the Ponnaylyania Central, is employ- 
ing all the force it can control to defeat 
the bill. The Legislators, being Americans, 
may not be able to refuse the bait. 

A new company has been formed to 
build an_ electric street railway from the 
centre of the city to the East End, which, 
is the great centre of the aristocratic resi- 
denoos, The distance is over 5 milés, and 
ifthe scheme proves successful it will be 
only a question of a few months before all 
our street railways will be changed. 

The weathsr has been mild in compari- 
son with that of Ontario. While your 
mefoury’ was trying to hide’'in the bulb, 
ours, was dancing around 20. above zero, 
We have had about two inches of snow, 
just enough to give the citizensof Allegh- 
eny, on the other side of the river, a taste 
of tobogganing.

Life in Tenement Strcet, London. 


The costers and fish-hawkers do not go 
to Covent Garden or Billingsgate markets. 
Their transactions are scarcely upon a scale 
suitable to those great marts, They get 
their goods from certain local dealers, who 
make the supply of barrow and basket 
traders a spocial branch of their business, 
They serve that class of customers in amall- 
er quantities than they could obtain at the 
Garden or the Gate, and at prices'very lit- 
tle higher than Gateor Garden rates. Such 
dried fish as the hawkers of Tenement 
Street doal in—haddocks, bloaters, kipper- 
od herring, and occasionally kippered 
mackerel—boing fayorite ‘relishes’ with 
the working classes, the street traders at 
once take that portion of their sbock on a 
bréakfast round, calling on their way back 
for tho **wet fish,’’ which is the staple of 

their later and principal round, Tho cont- 
es, and the itinerant dealers generally 
come straight home with their day's stock 
and have breakfast,and arrange thoir goods 
before going on round. The women who 
fo out Washing and charring, and the girls 
who go out step-cleaning, loayo home be- 
tweon seven and eight. The last to start 
are tho travelling craftamen—the chair 
| CAnOrs, umbrella ropairers, tinkors, and 
tho like. Thoy do not sot oub until about 
| ten o'clock, but their going forth thus late 
is no indication of lack of onergy upon 

their part. Many of them will have done 
| an hour or two's in-door work before tak- 

ing tho road, but they find from experience 

that itis useless to strike their ground 
| **till turned ton,’’ Tarlior than that, thoy 
| will tell you ‘the slaveys, let alone the

Some English Specimens—The Woolwich 
Mammoeor, 

Envgland’s big guns are made of bars 
coiled spirally and welded into a solid mass 
bythe hammer. These red hot furnaces 
contain a straight bar; ata word the door 
18 slightly raised, and with huge nippers 
its head is seized by loops made for the 
purpose, A steam winch draws out the 
glowing mass and brings it to a horizontal 
capstan fixed before the door. A water 
hose is turned upon the loop, and while it 
blackens under the chill a stalwart fellow, 
wielding a heavy sledgé, fixes the loop on 
a put projecting from the capstan wheel. 
Then the machine revolves with resistloss 
force, curling the hot metal round and 
round on its drum neatly and smoothy!, 
and as easily as one of Jordan & Marsh's 
girls would wind ribbon. So the coil is 
formed, whether for the breech piece or tho 
body of the gun, or for its jacket.. This 
again is cooled and after a whiie is refined 
for welding under the hammer. 

You ought taseathis Woolwich hammer, 
It weighs forty tons sheer weight and when 
it drops it falls forty feet on to a block that 
rests on spikes, massive masonry and enor- 
mous quantities of iron. Between two great 
shafts this hammer is suspended, a solid 
block, which, driven from aboye by steain 
and gathering impetus as it falls, strikes 
with a force of many hundred tons, A yeot- 
eran workman has charge of this massive 
hammer. Ho starts and drops it by a touch 
of his thumb aod finger. I saw an open face 
watch laid down on the block; then he 
dropped the hammer and he stooped it just 
in time to break the crystal—and nothing 
more, They call this last operation of the 
furnace the ‘* groat heat,” and about evory 
monarch there isin Europe has seen it, ;

e heat burns my face, Water is thrown 
into the awful gap, and then the men per- 
ceiye their prey. The huge arms part and 
firmly close, the door rises to the fullest 
extent, a clash of the crane goar, a shout 
from the men and out it comes, easily and 
softly, a monstrous coil. The crane swings 
about and places it on end upon the anvil.

For two or three 
blows the contracted coil attempts resis- 
tance, but it gives way, and the mandril 
slips to its base, as into butter, Then the | 
great pinchers are used again, and it drops 
the mass on its side, whore again it is bat- 
tered and struck all round. Tho irregu- 
larities caused by all this hammering are 
afterwards removed by the plane, and then | 
the gun is nade by othor machinory.

DOMINION ELECTIONS, 


There is every indication that the Do- 
minion elections will be held without an- 
other session of the House. Woe under- 
stand that Mr. W. H. Ponton, Registrar, 
has been appointed returning officer for 
West Hastings. 


THE PRINCE ALBERT COMPANY. 


Whether the general election is coming 
on atonce or not it is evident that the 
Grit preas believe such to be the case from 
the tact that they are trotting out their 
old exploded scandals, in the hope of pull- 
ing the wool, as the saying is, over the eyes 
of the electors, 

The Prince Albert Colonization Com- 
pany is once more trotted to the front in 
the Globe, and Mr, White, Mr. Bowell and 
Mr. Jamieson come in for the usual share of 
abuse—the first, because he made a pri- 
yate bargain witli a Company that procured 
land from the Government upon terms 
exactly the same as those granted to other 
similar companies ; the second because he 
isa Minister of the Crown, who is one of the 
most popular men in the Government, and 
tne Globe owes him a never-dying grudge 
for exposing the jobbery of T. W. Anglin, 
the editor of the Globe ; and the latter be- 
cause he is a son-in-law of the Minister of 
Customs, and chose tu purchase the right of 
another person in the Company. 

Arguments must be few when the Grit 
press find it necessary to resort to personal 
abuse. We must apologize to our readers 
for again referring to the subject, and only 
do so becauge of some newly invented fea- 
tures contained in the article in question. 
The facts, as we have before related, are 
that Mr. White and a dozen others of both 
sides of politics, applied for a tract of land 
for colonization purposes, upon the ordin- 
ary Government regulations, regarding 
auch grants, which they secured and made 
the necessary payment as a colonization 
company. Afterwards the Company saw 
) fit to give Mr. White a certain interest in 
the Company free of cost, for trouble that 
he had taken inthe matter, Had they 
given him half interest in the tract it 
would be nothing that affected the public 
as long as the Government secured the same 
payment from the Company for the tract as 
from any other company, which was the case 
inthis instance. The company. wishing a 
competent person to select the lands, se. 
cured for that purpose Mr. George A. 
Simpson, a P.L.S. who had been survey- 
fog in the North-West, who chose the tract, 
for which service he was to receive an in- 
terest inthe company. This interest Mr. 
Simpson sold.to Mr, Jamieson for $500, 
The fact that the latter borrowed the $500 
from his father-in-law, Mr. Bowell, was 
seized upon by certain Grit membors of 
Parliament and ithe Globe newspaper ss 
ground for the insinuation that the Minis- 
ter of Customs had an interest in the trans- 
action. 

Mr. Edgar aud politicians of his ink, 
hearing that Mr. Jamieson borrowed this 
money from Mr. Bowell, which fact he 
never kept secret, imagined themselves in 
Mr. Bowell’s place, and, judging what they 
would have done under like circumstances, 
thought they had found a mare's neat. So 
they called a Government enquiry, yet in 
this enquiry they never called Mr. Jamic* 
son to testify,and it was only at the request 
of Mr. Bowell, who was determined to haye 
a thorough investigation, that Mr. Jamic- 
son was called to testify. That enquiry so 
thoroughly collapsed that Mr. Simpson, who 
was called from Edmonton, was telegraph- 
ed to Winnipeg to come no further. Stil] 
the Globe will rehash such portions of the 
evidence as will suit its purpose in the 
hope that some of the mud throwing will 
stick. 

For instance, the Globe Says it was for 
Mr. Jamioson’s ‘inside track” that thoy 
gave $33,000 of stock to hita ; yet in all the 
correspondence not a letter was produced 

in which Mr, Bowell’s name was mentioned; 
not a witness who swore that Mr. Jamieson 
over offered or proposed that the Company 
would or could secure through Mr, Bowoll 
or any ono olso any concessions froin tho 
terms granted to other and similar Compa. 
nies. Yet tho Globe will continue to throw

Important Judgment Regarding the 
Scott Act, 

Toronto, Jan. 10.— Mr. Justice Armour 
gave an important judgment regarding the 
Soott Act at Osgoode Hall to-day in the 
Queen vs, Heath. In December last a 
motion was made to quash a conviction 
against defendant for aiding and abetting 
in the sale of liquor contrary to the provi- 
sions of the Canada Temperance Act. The 
exact offence was that he purchased the 
liquor as an aider and abettor. The learn- 
ed judgo is of opinion that a purchaser is 
not an aider and abettor, and he quashes 
the conyiction. It will be seon that if a 
purchase of liquor sold unlawfully is an 
offence punishable by conviction, the in- 
former would be deprived of his atrogest 
weapon of attack and prohibitive measures 
could easily be evaded.

TAH PREMIER SPENDS HIS SEVENTY-SECOND 
HIRTHDAY IN KINGSTON—HE SAYS THE 
ELECTIONS WILL BE ON ‘* VERY SOON.” 

Kinoesron, Ont., Jan, 11.—Sir John 

Macdonald spent his soyonty-second birth- 

day in this city. Accompanied by his pri+ 

vate secretary he arrived here this morn- 
ing on the ‘‘Jamaica,” and at half-past 
nine o'clock drove up to the residence of 

Rey. Dr, Williamson, where his only eis- 

ter resides, Sheis in poor health. Sir 

John was in good health, in fact the best 

for some years. It was quite fitting that 

he should spend the day in the city whose 
history has been largely identical with his. 

Ho has a great love for the old constituency 

that returned him from 1844 to 1878 as its 

representative in Parliament. Here he 
received his education,made his first public 
address as a lawyer, and fought his first 
political battles, A few friends called on 
him, but the majority left him to the pri- 
yacy of his family circle on this joyous oc- 
casion. ‘To some frierds, he said the elec- 
tions would be on ‘very soon,” and that 
he anticipatea a majority.

OrrawaA, January 11.—The Sproule 
murder case is aga n to thefront. Sproule, 
it will be remembered, was recently hang- 
ed despite the request of the American 
Government for delay. Since Sproule’s 
execution a man named Beatty, who could 
not be found at the time, has been discoy- 
ered, He nas sworn before a competent 
court in San Francisco that Sproule was 
with him at the time the murder was com- 
mitted, at a place fifteen miles distant 
from the scene of the tragedy. This cor- 
roborates the story told by Sproule at the 
time of his arrest, and by Wilfred Hendry, 
ex-manager of the Kootenay Smelting 
Company, who was also absent at the time 
of the trial and could not be reached in 
time, Wolfe also swears that he was paid 
to perjure himself by interested parties,and 
falsely gave evidence which swore away 
Sproule’s life. If these sworn statements 
are true then Sproule was judicially mur- 
dered,

The Ostend Robbery. 

Lonpoy, Jan. 11.—lt is now certain 
that the recent mail robberies in Belgium 
were perpetrated by a gang ofskilled Anglo 
American thieves, Their operations appear 
to have extended overa wide field, which 
included mail trains running between Paris 
and Algiers, Paris to Poictiers, etc. One 
Andrews, a convict recently sentenced to 
seven years’ ponal servitude for attemptin, 
to negotiate some securities which he ha 
atolen from the Dover mail, had revealed 
the plans which were made to raid the maila 
of several continental lines. He, however, 
refuses to disclose the identities of the mem- 
bers of the gang. Besides committing the 
robbery of the mailtrain in Belgium, the 
robbers boarded the Rotterdam steamer 
trains to Switzerland, Strasbourg and Basle 
and plundered them when opportunity 
offered. AGermannamed Eberhard Ditmar, 
arrested on suspicion of complicity in these 
mail robberies at Brussels, could not bo held 
because of Jack of proof. The Belgian 
authorities surrendered him to Prussian 
oflicers on a charge of having been concern- 
ed in some swindling operations in Han- 
over.

How Books Are Writcon, 

W. D. Howells works from 9 a, mae to 1 
p. m., dining at 2 p, w,, and is a man of 
leisure for the roat of the day. He writes 
about a half'column of thd ¥ orld per diem. 
With this stint he can-turnjout two novels 
and a great dgal of miscellaneous mattoriu 
the course of a year, Hois bot satistied | 
with a groat deal of revising, and somotimes 
re-writes a Wholy chapter. The manuscript 
of “A Foregone Conclusion," ono of his | 
eariier books, was entirely re-written. 

Henry James, immediatly aftor a broak- 
fast of coffee and rolls in his own room,sits f 
down to his literary work, genorally writ- 
ting by the light of two candles, the Lon- 
don mornings being so dark, Ho composes 
slowly and painfully, rewmting and_re- 
touching ‘his work continually, his artistic 
atyle being ubtained only by the exponse of 
rea! toil. Ue works until noon, and then 
gocs to his club forlunch, By regular ap- 
plication he managos to produce # good 
deal of manuscript. 

Samnol L, Clemens (Mark Twain) does 
not writé in his library, His humorous 
fancies are extvolyed with more ease in the 
seclusion of his private billiard room. He 
makes it an invariable rule to do a certain 
amount of literary work each day, and_ his 
working hours are made continuous by 
omitting the formality of lunch. Ho 18 
merciless towards his Own productions and 
often.destroy#a whole day's writing with- 
out compunction, In this way he often 
does a piece of work over and over again, 
but at other times the first draft ‘is satis- 
factory. » He is very industrious, but the 
mountain sometimes labors to bring forth a 
mouse,

There is a now kind of syhool aud thore 
aro new lessons and new teachers coming 
Bouks wo must have, ‘To learn, 
road, But we may read all about 
sid yob We can vever learn tosail a boat 
till we take the tillor in hand and trim the 

sil bofore the breeze, Tho book will help 
wondorfully in telling us tho naimoa of 
things in the boat aud, if we havo road 
about sailing, wo shall more quickly learn 
to cail ; but wo cettainly never shall Joarn 
till wo aro in a real boat. Wocau read in 
mw book how to turo & hool in knitting, and 
may commit to jmomory whole rules 
about ‘throwing olf two and ‘purl four,” 
ond all the rest ; yet whore is the girl who 
can loara to knit without having the need- 
les in hor hands 7 

This then is the idea of the new achool— 
to uso the hands as well as tho eyes. Boys 
und girla who go to the ordinary svhools, 
whordé only books aro used, will graduate 
knowing a great deal ; but a boy who goes 
to oneof these new schools, where, besides 
the: books, there are pencils and. tools, 
work-benches as well as writing-books, will 
know more. _The other boys and girls may 
forget more than half they read, but he 
will remember overything he learned at 
the drawing:table or at the work-bench, as 
long as he lives. . He will also remember 
more of that which he reads because his 
work with his hands helps him to under- 
stand what he reads 

I remembér long ago a tear-stained 
book of tables of weights and measures,and 
4 toacher’s impatience with a stupid child 
who could not master the ‘‘tables.” And 
I have seen a school whero the tablos were 
written on a blackboard—thus ; ‘two pitts 
are equal to one quart,’ and on a stand in 
the school-room was a tin pint measure,and 
a box of dry sand, Every happy young- 
ater had a chance to fill that pint with saud 
and pour thosand in the quart measure, 
Two pints filled it. Heknew it. Did -he 
not see it and did not every boy try it? Ah! 
Now they know what it all meant. It was 
as plain as day that two pinta of satid were 
equa! to «mn» quart of sand ; and with merry 
smiles these six-year-old philosophers learu- 
ed the table of measures, and they will 
never forget them. This ia, in brief, what 
‘is meant by industrial education. To learn 
by using the hands—to study from things 
as well as from books, This is the now 
school, these are the new lessons, The 
children who can sew, or design, or draw, 
or carve wood, or do joinering work,or cast 
metals, or work in clay and brass, aro 
the best educated children, because they 
use their hands as well as their eyes and 
their brains. 

You may say that in such schools all the 
boys will become mechanics, and all the 
girls become .dress-makerf. Some may, 
many will not; and yet whatever they do, 
be it preaching, keeping a store, or singing 
in concerts, they will do better than those 
who only read in books,—From ‘* The 
Exhibition,” by Charles Bernard, in St.

DEBT AND EXPENDITURE. 
The opponents of the Government are 
raising a mighty shout over the increase of 
the public debt and the increase of the an- 
nual expenditure of the Dominion, but they 
take precious good care not to point out 
how, to what extent and in connection with 
which brances of the public service they 
would effect any reduction or how they 
would rediite the indebtedness. They also 
atudiously conceal the fact that, although 
the debt of the Dominion has been increas- 
ed the amount of interest per head of the 
population is no greater now than it was 
during Mr. Mackenzie's ill-omened regime, 
Neither do thoy state that of the total debt 
of $220,000,000, the sum of $107,000,000 
was simply transferred from the Provinces 
to the Dominion, and is not in fact an ad- 
dition to the indebtednéss of the peuple of 
Canada. On the contrary, it is a great 
benefit to the people, as tho Dominion pays 
a considerable lower rate of interest than 
could be secured by the Provinces, ad 
thus, the taxation of the people on accous 
of the debts which they had incurred for 
provincial purposes has been lessened to a 
material extent. 

Again, the fanatical howlers do not take 
any account of the expenditures upon pub- 
lic works, which have been very large no 
doubt ; but will they venture to say that 
the country would have been better with- 
out the enlargement of the cauals, the 
Pacific Railway, the Murray and Trent 
Valley Canals, the fine public buildings 
which have beeh erected in 50 many cities 
and towns,the light-houses and other works 
of public utility for which the money was 
spent? They cannot and dare not do so, 
in face of the fact that the trade of the 
country couldonly be traneacted at an 
enormously greater expense without than 
with them, And _besides,. our assets, 
amounting to $68,236,785, in 1885 yielded 
$3.94 per $100, whilst our debt cost but 
$3.80 per $100, As the London Free Press 
very forcibly says : 

ThoGlobe did not utter its daily howl- 

at that time that the country was: on 

the point of being ruined ; though the mal- 
administration of the Grits had nearly 
brought about that issue.

But Boascaey so borrowed has not been 
squandered t has been spentin a manner 
tnat is Ys a best results, and rais- 
ing the Dominio ies pict of importance 
and prosperity that had afew years sinco 
u0t been contemplated, And takeu in com- 
parison with other countries what do we 
find? That the'rate of taxation we arecall- 
ed upon to meet is, with one exception the 
lowest which any people has to provide 
for. There is scarcely a single outlay 
that has been undertaken which has 
not proved of great advantage. All 
the measures that have been proposed 
and carried out have been of great im- 
portance and profit to the country at large. 
‘There is ample to.show for every million 
that has been Spent. “And as wé have bo- 
fore poinied out, the sum of $60,000,000 
has been paid out since Confederation tothe 
Provinces. A large part of this sum has 
been devoted to the furthering of railways 
in the Provinces themselyes, and to erec- 
tion and support of benevolent institutions 
of a local character. Out of the total debt 
of $220,000;000 :nore than oné-fourth part 
has accrued inthis manner. If the same 
plan had been current here that prevails 
in the States—that each province should 
provide the means for.carrying out its own 
local administration—this largo aum would 
have been adved tothe Dominion oxche- 
quer, and the total debt would have been 
but’ $160,000;000. Thay '

The Earl of Iddesleigh was the eldest son 
of the late Henry Siatiord Northcote, by 
Agnes, daughter of Thomas Cockburn of 
Portland place, London, and was born in 
London, Oct, 27, 1818. He was educated 
at Eton and Baliol, Oxford, where he 
graduated first in classics, and then in 
Matt.ematics, in 1839, proceeding to his M. 
A. iu 1842, and being made hon. D, C. L. 
in 1863, Was private secretary of Mr.

To |\Commemorate the Jubilee of Queen 
Victoria's Reign, 


Lonpon, Jan. 13.—A_ meeting was held 
in St. James’ Palace to-day, of gentlemen 
interested in the promotion of the estab- 
lishment of an imperial institute. The 
Prince of Wales presided. His Royal 
Highness in explaining the object of the 
meeting said the general feeling of the 
people of the empire favored the giving 
of some signal proof of their love and 
loyalty to the Queen on the occasion of the 
jJubileeof her reign, An imperial institute 
was the fittest memorial that could be erect- 
ed, This would form a practical means of 
communicating with the colonies. Hecom- 
mended the idea of such an institute, which 
he said would be regarded as the centre 
from which knowledge of England’s com- 
merce and iuduatry would- be oxtended. 
He relied upon assistance being found to 
support the institute, and predicted that it 
would be a lasting benefit to this and future 
generations. 

A resolution was passed that an imperial 
institute would be a fitting memorial of the 
Queon’s jubilee and directing that the 
pople of the Queen's dominions shall be 
appealed to for funds to support and main- 
tain such an institute.

Tnhenvon, N. J,, Jan. 12,—Thero. was a 
big fight in the House of Representatives 
yostorday, While the regular Dem >crats 
were holding thon caugus and uominating 
fiual officers, the Repablicans and. disaf- 
fected Democrats aud the two Labor men, 
numboriog 31 in all, and constituting a 
majority, held a meeting in the Speaker's 
room and nom/nated and elected an entire 
mixed ticket.) Dr. Baird, the disaffected 
Democrat, who was elected Speaker, then 
took the chair. No sooner did he seat him- 
self, than Mr, Beckwith, Chairman of the 
Democratic caucus, tried to forcibly eject 
him. A genoral hand to-hand confliet en- 
aued, aud the police, sont by Gov. Abbott, 
attempted to rémove Terence McDonald, 
newly-elected Sergant at-arms, but were 
over:powered by the Jatter's friends. Amid 
the greatest excitement the Speaker deoclar- 
ed the House adjourned till to, day at 10a. 

The Democratic Senators caucused,at 
the State House, at 11 o'clock and nomi- 
nated oflicors. ‘Lhe Ropublican Senators 
held a caucus at the Trenton House at the 
same hour. THe Republicans adjotrned 
at noon without nominating. Tho labor 
mon joined neither caucus. The Demo- 
crats over-reached thomselves by forming 
a combination of Hudson, Camden, and 
Sussex Counties, and three dissatisfied 
members bolted. » This caucus-adjourned 
but, reassembled at two, without the dis- 
affgcted members. The three minority 
Assemblymen presented themselves at tho 
doors of the chamber where the Democra- 
tie caucus was being held, and» demanded 
entrance., This being refused, the doors 
were forced in, and assemblymen backed 
by a surging. crowd, pushed into the 
chamber and filled it. All was confusion, 
and cries of “Chairman,” for ‘‘Order,”’ 
and.to clear the room, were greeted with 
hoots and yells, Thespectators applauded’ 

and acted in an outrageous manver, urg- 
ing the minority to” stay. The Chairnitn 
said’ the Democratic caucus was not ‘fin-| 
ished and that they proposed to remain 
then asked 
the people to retire, but was laughed at, 
Finally the house was cleared. ‘Then 
catie ‘the’ fun, While the Democrats 
continued their caucus, the Republicans 
got together in the Speaker's room. 
They secured tho disaffected Democrats 
and the two Labor men, which gaye them 
Bofcre 
swearing in, the majority effected an en- 
trance to the Assembly Chambery and os- 
corted the newly-elected speaker, Dr, 
Baird, to the chair, then occupied by Chair- 
man Beckwith, of the Democratic caucus, 
which was still in session. Dr. Baird took 
the seat and then began an unseemly 
struggle between Beckwith and Baird. 
Beckwith tried to eject Baird from the 


_| chair, but thé new speaker was surrounded 


by his triends, who maintained him in his 
position. In the: struggle the chair was 
thrown ‘from the platform, and several 
tThembers engaged in fist-fights, Three 
policemen sent by the Governor tried to 
quo}l tbe disturbance and eject the mem- 
bers. |They directed their attention tothe 
new sergeant-at-arms; and succeeded in 
lifting him from his seat and were carry- 
ing him towards the door when he was res- 
cued by his friends, Meanwhile the strug- 
gle on the platform was going on, but 
Baird's friends prevailed, aud he kept the 
chair. At this moment the doors of the 
room were burst open and the nearly fran- 
tic crowd rushed in, and trom the press of 
the mob the battle was stopped. During 


the turmoil the galleries were filled with 


pedple who cheered the combatants in the 
arépa below/’ The defeated. Demc- 
crats tried to renew the conflict but the 
Republicans withdrew, followed by crowds 
of congratulating friends.

How the Game was Spoiled, 


AN END TO YANKEE SMUGGLING OF GANA- 

_ DIAN FISH IN BRITISH BOTTOMS, AND oF 

SWINDLING BOTH GOVERNMENTS. 

Sr. Joans, Jan. 5.—The seizure of the 
schooner B, A. Stevenson, in St. Andrew's, 
by Captain McLean, of the Daminion cut- 
ter Gen, Middleton, is the first step to- 
wards breaking’ up the systematic evasion 
of fishery rogulations which have’ been 
going on in that locality foralong time, 
When the fishery treaty wis abrogated tho 
owners of the sardine industries in East- 
port had to devise some method of getting | 
Canadian fish free of duty, since their own 
fisheries would not supply what they want- 
ed. If they werécompelled to pay duty 
the result would be that sardine industries 
would spring up on the Canadian: bide, 
where fish could be obtained in any quan- 
tity desired without payment of duty, A 
large part of the population at Eastport is 
dependent upon these industries for sup- 
port, and when these facts were laid. before 
the custom, authorities of that place they 
saw fib to wink at the proposed evasion of 
their’custom laws. “Accordingly a number 
of Americans procured mortgagos on ves- 
sels, such as the. B, Jt, Stevo nion, Largnia 
Sarah and Orient, which were British bot- 
toms registered in the port of St. Androwa, 
avd placing Américan masters and crows 
aboard, engaged them in carrying fish from 
Canadian waters to Eastport. 
ter, crow and outfit being American, the 
customs authorities at Exstport would 
wink atthem smuggling the fish, know- 
ing that it "wis good “for Eastport fac- 
| tories, and the fact is that those vessels did 
not enter at these porte without a foreign 
clearance being domandéd from them; then 
purchase their cargoos of fish, paying from 
#4 to 86 a hogshead,cash, and return with 
the tide to Eastport. In order to obtain a 
monopoly, Grand Manan, Oampobello, In- 
dian Isle and Door Island fiishormoen began 
to complain about St. George and St. An

The Real Cause of the Rebellion, 

The Winhipeg Manitoban deals with the 
whole North«West question in a masterly 
article of great length. 1t shows beyond 
dispute that the claims of the half-breeds 
in regard to surveys had all been complied 
with as far as it was possible to do so, and 
adds: 

Examination into the claims of the lead- 
ers of the rebellion and Riel’s councillors 
will show conclusively that they had no 
gtievance to complain of in reference to 
land matters. 

Grbriel Dumont, councillor-in-chief, a 
Northwest, half-breed, made entry for his 
land on lst March, 1883, and if entitled to 
patent could have obtained it. 

Joseph Delorme; second in command, a 
Manitoba half-breed, first inade improye- 
ments on his claim in 1883 and began resi- 
dence in the.same year, As he settled 
after survey he could ,haye,obtained en- 
try had he conformed thereto. 

Philip Garnot, secretary of Riel’s coun- 
cil, a native of the’ province of Quebec, 
squatted in 1883 after survey, and could 
haye obtained entry had he conformed to 
the law, : 

Boeas Poitras, jr., a Manitoba half- 
breed, first settled on his claim in 1875, 
and could have made entry and obtained 
patent carly in 1884 had he go desired. 

David Touround, a Manitoba half-breed, 
came to the Saskatchewan in 1882, and ob- 
tained entry for his land on the 10th March, 
1884, a year before the rebellion. } 

Calixte Tourond, a.Manitoba half-breed, 
got entry for his land on the 3rd March, 
1884. 

Alexander Fisher,a Manitoba half- breed, 
held a homestead entry and had been told 
prior to the outbreak that he could have his 
patent any time he applied for it. 

Philip Garripie, a Manitoba half-breed, 
had 3 claims ; one of which, comprising 
400 acres, he sold to Hayter Reed in 1878; 
another which he sold to T. J. Agnew in 
1882 for $2,000 ; and one on which he bim- 
self sqatted subsequently to survey, and 
for which he could have obtained entry had 
he chosen. 6 


Napoleon Nault, a Manitoba half-breed, 


and cousin to Riel (he it was who started 
the agitation and went to Montana to fetch 
Rie}) had two claims on opposite sides of 
the river. Had he chosen he could, atany 
time after September, 1881, have obtained 
entry for tho land on the west side of the 
river, and could also have done the same 
regardiny the one on the east side. 

These, says the Manitobon, are the lead- 
ers of thotagitation who should have. had, 
if any had, grievances. ‘These are the.pat- 
riots of the Northwest whom Laurier and 
Blake ard holding up asheroos. Never was 
there a more dastardly and causéless revolt 
against a lonient and considerate Govern: | 
ment than the one those men were ongaged 
in, The Manitoban concludes by saying : 

Enough has been said to show the pub- 
lic that the’ charge of ‘cruel and callous 
neglect’ on the part of the Government 
cannot:be austained in any particular, and 
that such neglect was not the cause of the 
rebellion. On the ccntrary, it was the 
Grit emissaries who worked on the feelings 
of an éasily deluded people and’ hurried 
thom into deeds of bloodshed. and treason,

The very opposite is true, and the only 
men who are discontented are the Grits of 
Mr, Mills’ pretensions, who feel sore over 
the persistent refusal of the electorate to 
place them in office or listen to their un- 
founded charges against the progressive 
Government of the day. Why should the 
people be discontented? Was employ- 
ment at this season of the year ever more 
abundant, or labor better paid? Where 
are the idle factories and the soup kitchens 
which cast a gloom over the hopes of this 
country during the winters when Mr. Mills 
and his party were muddling public affairs 
at Ottawa. Then on what ground is it al- 
leged that the sountry has been impover- 
ished? If the trade returns,the bank state- 
ment or the record of the Savings Banks 
he looked into it will be found that they 
all prove a condition of things the very op- 
posite to that which Mr. Mills asserts docs 
exist. In the monetary institutions of the 
country there are over $100,000,000 more 
of money at this moment than were there 
in 1878. We stand prepared to give the 
details. Does the fact that the savings of 
the people have increased five hundred per 
cent. since 1878, prove our growing impoy- 
erishment? Are the enormous investments 
in business enteprises, and the develope- 
ment of our railways and channels of com- 
merce to be taken as proofs of national de- 
cline?

West is still an unocoypied waste. Mr. Mills

Brooklyn, Jan, 9.—The opening hymn at the 
Brooklya Tabernacle this morning begins ;

“There are six- 
teen hundred millions of people now in the 
world, and there are four hundred and fifty mi'- 
lion Christians, I know of a Sabbath school 
teacher who has spent her lifetime in teaching 
the young, and she has had five different classes 
during all these years, and she tells me they 
averaged about seven in a class, and they were 
all converted, and five timesseven are thirty-five, 
asnoar as [ can calculate, She brought her 
three and had thirty-two to spare. 

Do I really mean all the earth will surrender 
to Christ? Ves. How about the uninviting 
porated Will Greenland be evangeliz d? 
Now, that Arctic region which has been demon- 
strated by flora, and fauna, and geological argu 
ment to haVe been as fall of vegetation and life 
as our Florida, may be turned back to its origin- 
al bloom and glory, or it will be shut up as a 
museum of crystals for curiosity seekers once in 
a while to visit.

National Wealth 40d Its Croation 
One of the most absurd and 
arguments advanced agtinst the national 
policy is that unless Oanada purchases 
goods from cortnin foreign countries, those 
countrics will not-eeiprocate by purchas- 
ing from us; that unless we purchase ths 
manufacturos aud the) products of the 
United States, for instance, the peuple of 
that country will not purchasd the products 
of Canada. This fallacy is pursued to ita 
legitimate conclusion, that wo must repoal 
our protective tarilf,allow the United States 
to bring in their manufactures and sell 
them free of duty ; that we must give em- 
ployment to workmen living in a foreign 
country, and thereby pay the federal, state 
and civic taxes of those countries ; while to 
raise our own revenues we aro to be com- 
polled to tax our own manufacturers 
on their raw mater'als and leave our 
own workmen to pay their taxes and secure 
a livelihood as best they can, or else to ox- 
patriate themscives to that foreign and 
rival country. For it is a self-evident fact 
that every dollar's worth of manufactures 
which we purchase from the United States 
or any other country, takes adollar’s worth 
of work from our workmen, 9n whose pro- 
tective labor depends the wealth, progress 
and prosperity of our own country. If the 
products are manufactured in another 
country, the workmen of that country and 
the capalists of that country secure all the 
benefit arising from the employment of that 
labor and that capital in productive pur- 
suits. If that capitaland that labor are 
employed at home, the advantage accrues 
aolely to our own countrymen and to our 
own country. 

The important bearing of these facts 
upon the manufacturing interests of Can- 
ada may be seen from the fact that the 
capital invested in manufacturing indus- 
tries in Canada, increased from $77,694,- 
020 in 1871, to $165,302,623 in 1881 ; and 
that the annualincrease in the value of 
the products during the past six years was 
15 por cent, against 4 per cent annual in- 
crease during the ten years 1871 80. Tho 
value of the output of our woollen manu- 
factories in 1885 was about $11,000,000; an 
increase of 30 per cont upon 1881. The 
cotton manufacturing industry was virtual- 
ly started only a few years ago, and yet in 
1885, Canadian mills supplied 158,000,000 
yards of cotton, while the number of hands 
employed, increased 80 per cent during the 
period of 1880-5. 

These facts show how vitally important 
itis to the workmen and capitalists of 
Canada that the fiscal policy of the day 
should be based on sound economic pri- 
ciples, In order to fully realize the grayity 
of the situation, it should be remembered 
thatsuch legislation ae vital interests 
of nearly four thousand irf@ustrial establish- 
ments throughout the Dominion as well as 
the annual disbursement of $75,000,000 in 
wages to Canadian workmen, not to speak 
of the volume of trade which the circulation 
of those millions of dollars in reality affect. 
So immensely beneficial has the national 
policy proven to the producers of Canada 
that between 1575 and 1885 tha importa- 
tions of manufactured goods decreased 
from 67 millions to 49 millions, the impor- 
tations of food and drink decreased from 
29 millions to 15 millions, while the impor- 
tation of raw materials increased from 10 
millions to 20 millions, 

These facts evince how radical and far 
reaching has been the beneficient influence 
of the national policy,not only upon the pro- 
ductive resources of the country, agricual- 
tural, mineral, etc, elc. Tho statistics 
respecting the consumption of coal evince 
the same truth ; for while in 1878 the total 
consumption of coal in Canada was 1,585,- 
511 tons, it had increased to 3,198,510 tons 
in 1885. 

But in spite of all these facts advocates 
and supporters of the national policy are 
met by the fallacious theory of the Cobden 
Club that ‘‘there can be no additional im- 
port without a corresponding export ; that 
we cannot sell our products abroad unless 
we purchase from abroad,” The theory is 
most impracticable and absurd, Nations 
do not buy and sell as nations; but indi- 
vidual importers and exporters purchase 
from the cheapest availablo markets and 
sell in the dearest markets available. No 
manager of ono of our sugar refineries re- 
gulates his purchase of raw sugars in tho 
West Indies or in Europe by any consider- 
ation as to whether Canada exports of her 
produce to either country sufficient to pay 
for the raw sugars purchased. The re- 
finery sells, its refined products for cash, 
and with that cash it is disposed to pur- 
chaso its raw material in the cheapost 
markets irrespective of any reciprocal trade 
between that country and its own. 

But it is urged by the free trade ocono- 
mist that the excess of the country’s im- 
ports above its exports is so much taken 
from the pockets of the people, from tho 
wealth ofthe nation, and betokens no- 
thing but ultimate ruin aud disaster, The 
facts show that to purchase an oxcess 
abroad is only disastrous when the nation 
is not creating vast wealth at home, which 
it can if it please even squander abroad 
without material disadvantage to itself. 
We have before us the English trade re- 
turns during the past tem years, which 
show that the total imports of the United 
Kingdom have exceeded the total exports 
in the time by $5,503,000,000. According 
to the free trade theorists this five and a 
half billions could only represent an onor- 
mous loss to the country; whereas the facts 
show that tho wealth created in the United 
Kingdom in that time has not only been 
suflicient to afford these billions to purchase 
foreign products but sufliciont to create a 
surplus of nine billions of dollars of increas- 
ed national wealth. 

So in Canada an excess of imports ovor 
exports docs not indicate disaster to the 
country so long as tho productive energies 
of the country are fully exercised in tho 
creation of wealth, so that wo may not 
only purchase the products of our follow 
countrymen, but send millions abroad to 
purchase the raw products or the luxurios 
produced by countrios other than our own, 
Tho facts romain that under the Cart- 

wright tariff the productive onergios of our 
own country were reprossed, whilo thoarter- 
ios of trade and commerce wore completely 
clogged. We ceased to create wealth and 
wero mortgaging our capital to purchase 
from abroad the more nocossarios of life. 

Our own manufactories and our own pro 

ductive resources were complotely para 

yvod The consequence was that from 

1875 0 the failures in Canada averaged tho 

enormous sum of $26,000,000 a year, In 

1880, the now fiscal polfoy wont into full

The intricate 
machinery of our trade and commerce was

| ayod 10) Millions per yoar. Tho people of 
| Canada again secured productive omploy 
ment, wages advanced, the powor to pur- 
chase was increased, more of the products 
of the earth and of the inills are now con- 
sumed, with tho result thatthe workiug- 
mou of Caneda are better housed, botter 
clothed, better fod and are able not only 
to purchase the necessaries but the luxur- 
ies of life, oven in abundance. 
aro we able to purchase 
foreign countries as well 
those of our own, but we are able to 
purchase them with the wealth which we 
are at present creating, and not at the ox- 
pense of the wealth which we had already 
acoumulated and laid aside to capital ac- 
count, 

But this most radical reform is yet in 
its infancy. Not only will these vast pro- 
ductive industries be doveloped until the 
needs of this growing nation are more 
thoroughly supplied, but we will year by 
year be placed in a better position to aup- 
ply the markets of foreign countries with 
pour cheaper products, and thus develop a 
greater carrying trade than we at present 
command, Such are the inevitable facili- 
ties for the creation of national wealth 
which the national fiscal policy has already 
and will in the future still more abundantly 
supply.—Halifax Herald,

HER HEROIC DEATH AT THE WRECK OF 
MAGGIE DALLING,

Victoria, B. C. Post, Jan. 7. 

There arrived by the Idaho from Alaska 
last week Nelson Hine, one of the crew of 
the schooner Maggio Dalling, which was 
lost on the Alaskan coast last month. His 
story of the wreck is one of pathetic interest 
as it was told this morning to a reporter of 
the Evening Post. He stated that the Mag- 
gie Dalling wasa small craft sailing in the 
interests of the Alaska Commercial company 
hunting the seals near Pebaloff islands, 
which are leased to the company by the 
United States government, Captain Mc- 
Donald was an old sea faring man in Alas- 
kan waters and tho crew of the Maggie Dal- 
ling consisted of two hunters and the cap- 
tain’s daughter who bore the poculiar name 
of Calm. She was about seventeen years 
of age, quice pretty, and as brave a girlas 
ever sailed on the briny. The sea had 
always been her home, in fach she was 
born in tho gnug little cabin of tho Dalling, 
and grew fem a babe toa maiden aboard 
the schooner. She was a thorough sea- 
man if a complete knowledge of navi- 
gation in a fifty ton schooner entitles one 
to that term. Many a night she relieved 
her old father at the wheel and stood her 
“trick” like a man. Very little was known 
of her mother aside from rumors in marine 
circles that she had eloped with a govern- 
ment agent while Calm was only four years 
of age. ‘The old captain was very reticent on 
this point however and if he knew the real 
circumstances of her abandonment he never 
reforred to it. He was proud of his child 
and in his crude manuner.tried to educate 
her, yet her idea of the world as it exists 
was confined to the shores of Berhing’s sea. 
About six months ‘ago Capt, McDonald 
died, and Calm herocially took command 
of the schooner and pursued the seal 
industry with an enthusiasm that 
surprised even the oldest hun 
ters. S'ie was recognized as Capt. Calm 
and the sailors were obliged to acknowledge 
her right to the title. Onthe 10th of last 
month there was some rough weather in 
the Behring sea and the Maggie Dalling 
was put about on the homeward tack and 
headed for the Pebaloff islands. As night 
came on the sea ran high for small craft 
and Henry Jackson was washed overboard. 
Calm stood bravely at the wheel while 
Hine, the only remaining sailor, tried in 
Vain to keep control of thecraft. About mid- 
night the schooner. was blown ona reef near 
one of the small islands and became firmly 
wedged. At this period tho main mast went 
overboard and Hine, becoming entangled 
in the rigging, wes carried with it. 
Clinging to the, floating debris he suc- 
ceeded in reaching the shore after 
hours of terrible exposure in the freezing 
water. The following morning the 
wreck was sighted and a boat's crew put 
off to saye the skipper. As they approach- 
ed the doomed schooner 1t was noticed that 
the foremast had fallen on the deck and 
extended over theatern. They called loud- 
ly for Calm but no answer came, and it was 
feared that she too had been washed over- 
board, Twoof the crow volunteered to 
board the wreck and were horror stricken 
to find the Jifeless form of Calin McDona!d 
hanging over the wheel, where she had 
been crushed to death by the falling part 
The young girl captain was tenderly taken 
to Uonalaska and amid universal sorrow 
was buried beside horfather in the little 
grave yard. ‘Old salts” tell many sad 
stories of the sea, but seldom rejato a more 
pathetic incident than this of tho brave 
young girl who lived and died on the deep

Those opponents of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment who predicted a Grit triumph in 
Ontario because of Mr. Mowat’s success in 
the Provincial elections have not only a 
very crude idea of the difference in the 
issues involved, but argue as well against 
accomplished facts, 

The Ontario Legislature deals with educa- 
tion, asylums, hospitals, charities and 
eleemosynary institutions, common jails, 
prisons and reformatories, municipal in- 
stitutions, shop, tavern, and other licenses, 
local works, solemnization of marriage, 
property and civil rights, administration of 
justice, so far as the constitution, mainten- 
ance and organization of provincial courts 
of both civil and criminal jurisdiction and 
the appointment of magistrates or justices 
of the peace, are concerned. It has also to 
do with emigration and immigration, but 
its laws must not conflict with federal 
enactments. 

The Dominion Parliament, on the other 
hand, has had relegated to it the control of 
all matters not specially delegated to the 
provinces, It has power to make laws for 
the peace and good government of the whole 
Dominion, as also to regulate : Public debt 
and property, trade and commerce, public 
works including railways, canals, public 
buildings, light-houses, etc., indirect tax- 
ation, borrowing on the public credit, the 
postal service, the census and statistics, 
militia and defence, shipping and naviga- 
tion, quarantine, fisheries, currency and 
banking, weights and measures, bankruptcy 
and insolvency, naturalization, marriage 
and divorce, penitentiaries, criminal law, 
including procedure in criminal cases. 

It will therefore be seen very forcibly, 
sayea contemporary, that while the great 
majority of the people of Ontario may 
have cared very little how they voted in 
the recent election, one party being as 
capable of managing the affairs of the 
Province as the other, they are likely to be 
more particular when the Dominion elec- 
tions come on. Petty provincial squabbles 
have no force when national interests are 
to be considered. The National Policy—a 
protective tarriff—has been supported by a 
great majority of the people of Ontario 
ever since it was adopted, while Mr. Mow- 
at, who is put down as a Liberal and Free 
Trader, has been Premier of Ontario at the 
same time. The manufacturer, the skill- 
ed mechanic, the laborer, in a word, all 
those who believe in Canada for the Ca- 
nadians, have supported the National 
Policy, and will support it again, no mat- 
ter how they may vote in Provincial elec- 
tions. The free trade element in Canada 
as well as in the United States is gradually 
losing strength. The laboring classes are 
beginning to see that it profits them very 
little if goods are cheap while they have 
not the wherewith to buy them. They 
would much rather make them with their 
own hands for fair wages and pay, if neces- 
sary, 4 little more forthem. Self-protec- 
tion is nature’s first law, and applies to the 
nation as well as to the individual. 

Again, whilst Ontario has for fifteon 
years supported the Grits on Provincial 
issues—largely, beyond doubt, because of 
the army of placemen whom Mr. Mowat 
has created and his repeated gerrymander- 
ing of the constituencies with an eye single 
tothe advantage of his party—the Pro- 
vince has steadily pronounced in favor of 
the present Government on Dominion 
jssucs. In 1878 the Conservatives swept 
the Province, but in 1879 Mr. Mowat so- 
cured a majority. In 1882 the Dominion 
Government obtained a large majority in 
Ontario, whilst in 1883 Mr. Mowat suc- 
ceeded in adding Ww his majority. 

Thus it is safe to conclude that the Pro- 
vince will not in 1887 rovoraoe all formor 
experience by givirly » majority to tho 
Grits. The issues are difforont to those 
decided in Decembor Jast ; the men are 
different ; the franchise is different ; tho 
ballot is different, being absolutely socrot, 
so that Mr. Mowat’s army of placemon can-

During the last session of parliament Sir 
Richard Cartwright spoke of the National

As regards the 
great bulk of the people, every day's ex- 
perience has demonstrated its worthlees- 
ness,

As time passes and further evidence is 
brought to light, the causelessness of the 
rebellion in the Northwest and the wicked- 
ness of the plotters who, after insisting on 
the execution of Louis Riel, as a criminal 
of the deepest dye—after declaring that the 
half breeds had no legal or moral justitica- 
tion for rising in rebellion—now insist that 
the rebel should not have been hanged be- 
cause his people, from whom he had dis- 
severed himself by becoming a citizen of 
the United States, had substantial griev- 
ances, becomes more and more clear. 

We have had, from the missionaries of 
the Saskatchewan, a joint letter condemna- 
tory of Riel and his plottings. We have 
had, from individual hiissionaries, powerful 
condemnations of the treachery, deceit and 
impiety of the arch-rebel. We have had 
the sworn testimony of many of his dupes 
that Riel had deceived them into rebellion 
by specious promises of future gains; of 

others, that they were forced to joiu the 
ranks of the rebels; of Father Andre and 
of the chief men who took part in the re- 
bellion, that there was no serious grievance 
crying for redress, and that their titles to 
their Jands were neyer questioned. We 
have had the petitions of the Touronds 
and other half-breeds, stating that they 
were deceived and cajoled by Kiel. Wo 
have had made public the fact that of those 
who rebelled, less than thirty had any 
claim upon the Government for land or 
scrip, Aud finally, we have the letter (re- 
produced in another column) of Fathe, 
Touze, the Saskatchewan missionary, writ. 
ten on Noy. 22nd, 1886, in which he de. 
clarea himself unable to account for the 
origin of the rebellion and states that hig 
people were surprised. into it. And _ yet, 
with an object as purely selfish as was 
Riel’s proposal to abandon his agitation if 
the Government woutd give him $35,000, 
the men who call themselves Liberals keep 
up their baseless agitation, in the hope that 
by means of the fanatical feelings which 
they have thus aroused amongst the French 
Canadians they may snatch a yictory which 
they would not hope to gain on political 
grounds. It matters not that thehalf-breeds 
have themselves condemned this agitation, 
and that its originators know the ill effect 
which they have created in the North-West 
by keeping alive the distrust which the 
whites have been impelled to feel to- 
wards those Metis lately in rebellion, The 
political agitators in Quebec have not 
altered their programme, nor will they do 
so until t yoiceof the people has been 
bo a pronounced against them, 
as it. will be on the 22nd of February. 

‘The wicked plotters will, after that date, 
find their. dccupation gone; and as Riel 
was 50 fi hated by the Metis,after they 
discovered his deception, that he did not 
dare to trust himself amongst thom, so will 
Messrs. Latirier, Mércier and tho other 
leaders of the Riclites- find, after the waye 
of fanaticism has rolled away,that they will 
no longer be trusted by their present dupes, 


driven off his land for the benefit of any 
clonization society. 


ground for rising is thus denied by them- 
selves, both at public meetings held for the 
purpose, and later it has been put on re- 
cord by the solemn affidavits of many of 
their leading mop, The charges so per 
sistently rung by the Opposition press that 
the Halfbreeds had good ground for rebel- 
ling is thus péremptorily disposed of.

Perils of the Flood, 


Av Ice Shove at Cornwall Plays Great 


Havoc—Factory Hands Flee for Thotr 
Lives—Lose of Life and Immense Damage 


The assertion that the rebela had good to Property—Heurt-rending Scencs. 


CorNWALL, Jan, 28,—There have been 
several ice shoves here this winter, and the 
water has been unusually high in conse- 
quence, but not sufficient to cause any un- 
easiness. Last night, however, about mid- 
night, the ice jammed again and the water 
rose very rapidly. Towards morning it 
flowed over the canal bank, running up the 
streets to Firat street, a distance of 200 
yards. ‘The alarm was given about 6 a. m., 
tire bells rang, and hundreds of people 
were aroused and went to work to save the 
inmates of the buildings, 
flooded. Boats were procured. They were 
shoved through the icy water, which was 
thermometer 
marked several degrees below zero, and 
a terrible snow storm raged.

They went back to look after their tools 
and Deruchie got out after great exertion, 
but Bergeron has not been seen since, and 
it is feared he has been drowned. 
mills were submerged to a depth of fully 16 
feet, the magnificant weaving room of the 
Canada Cotton Mill, the largest in-Ontario, 
being at least a foot deep, with the quantity 
of stock in process of manufacture very 
largo, «and the loss is tremendous, not to 
speak of the machinery, much of which is 
wrecked by the raising of the floors, 
too soon to estimate the damage, but it will 
run up high in the thousands. 

In rear of the town there was also flood 
water backing up Fly Creek and inundat- 
ing the surrounding country for hundreds 
of yards in either direction. 
in the flooded district are heartrending. 
Many houses are under water above the 
second story, and the unfortunate inmates, 
being unable to get out, were standing 
kneedeep in icy water. Relief parties were 
organized, and, with the aid of boats and 
lumber, managed to extricate the people 
and convey them to places of safety. Quite

A temporary victory may be 
gained over an opponent by blackmailing 
his character and by grossly misrepresent- 
ing the circumstances of the case; but in 
the very nature of the eternal principles of 
justice such a victory is but ighoble and 
short lived. Nor can the secession cry in 
this province fail to blast the prospects of 
the Grit fraternity in the other provinces, 
where it meets with no sympathy whatever, 
Even if it had succeeded in Nova Scotia, 
its moral effect will prove most disastrous 
to the Grit cause elsewhere. 

The Legislative Council elections in Prince 
Edward Island are also hailed as a ‘*Liberal 
victory,"’ where the Grits waged a factidus 
opposition to the abolition of the Legislative 
Council, and secured a victory by means of 
4 limited franchise. Such a victory could 
only be termed most **illiberal,” if judged 
by the standard of Grit professions in the 
other provinces of the Dominion. 

Last, but not the least, discussed and 
lauded by the Grit press, is the so called 
“Liberal victory” in Ontario. There can 
be no doubt that the Toronto Mail, in 
spite of the repudiation of the Liberal- 
Conservative party, did great injury to 
Mr. Meredith’s cause. But it is also 
well known that by gerrymandering 
over two score of the constituencies Mr. 
Mowat gained twenty seats without 
striking a blow, and that by bringing 
on the elections as he did two other 
districts wore virtually gained without a 
contest, The same provincial Government 
has been in office since the union, what 
wonder that three or four more seats were 
held by Mr. Mowat than he gained by his 
gerrymander? It should also be remem- 
bered that the constituencios and the 
franchise for the Dominion election are al- 
together different in Ontario and that this 
change will ensure twenty majority for 
Sir John Macdonald. It should be added 
that the Catholic vote, which was lost to 
Mr. Meredith on account of the separate 
school controversy, will be retained by Sir 
John in the Dominion contest. Several of 
the most prominent supporters of Mr. 
Mowat in the recent contest are already 
taking up the political cudgels in Sir John’s 
behalf. 

If these and many other similar facts are 
taken into consideration, it will appear that 
these ‘great Liberal victories’ are mere 
shadowy delusions, The intelligence of the 
Dominion is fairly aroused and, appealing 
to the intelligent public on the one plat- 
form of Liberal-Conservative principles for 
the whole Dominion, Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald is going to win at the next general elec- 
lions. Our readers must expect that all 
sorts of unfounded falsehoods and scandals 
will be concocted to serve the partizan ends 
of the Grit opposition, but as these have 
been exploded in the past so will they be 
discredited in the future. The present 
Government have done all that a Govern- 
ment could do to promote the best interests 
of the Dominion of Canada, and on that

were all issued on Ist December, 1884. 
They have long since lapsed and have not 
beon renewed, and the aggrogate dues col- 
lected under them amounted only to $103, 
Of those issued before the decision of the 
Privy council, thirty-four were for cord- 
wood, and the balance for timber, ties, tele- 
graph poles, fence rails, atc., connected 
with the construction of the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway. No permit has been granted 
since December, 1884, and noné has been 
in existence since May, 1886. 

Theré remains but the reference to the 
price obtained for timberlimits, Mr.Ross 
im his statement quoted above, says the 
government of Canada sold these limits at 
$5 a square mile, while the government of 
Ontario obtained $4008 milo ror limits in 
the northern part of the province. This is 
an utterly misleading statement. The 
policy of the Ontario government is to give 
limits at an annual rental of $2 a square 
mile, and to charge seventy five cents a 
thousand feet board measure, and one cent 
and a half a cubic foot on square timber as 


"| dues. The policy of the Dominion govern- 


ment is to charge $5 a square mile annual 
rental, and five per cent upon the selling 
value of the lumber at the mill, which, on 
first class timber at any rate, is much more 
than the dues charged by the Ontario Gov- 
ernment, The $400 is the bonus, and it 
may be assumed is the highest bonus ever 
paid to the government for a timber limit 
in Ontario, Mr. Ross’ friends, the Mac- 
kenzie government, fixed the value of tim- 
ber limits in the ** Disputed Territory,” 
when they put the bonus at $15 a square 
niile, on a twenty-one year lease, with an- 
nual rental at $2.4 square mile, the lease 
covering control of the land as well as the 
timber. The rental charged by the present 
government on yearly licenses of $5 is much 
more than the price fixed by Mr: Mackon- 
zie's government, including the bonus.

The average increases in 1380 85 period 
over the 1874-78 period are ; In total coal 
salés, protective period over unprotected, 
68.87 per cent.; in coal sales fo other coun- 
tries, protectiye period over unprotected, 
14.25 per cent.; in coal sales within the 
Dominion, protective period over unprotect- 
ed 101.30 per cent. The decrease in sales 
to the United States is 35.27 per cent. 

Looking over the rows of figures which I 
have collated, I find threo great facts stand- 
ing out prominently ; 

1. Confederation does not appear to have 
injured that great branch of Nova Scotian 
industry—the coal mining industry. The 
total coal sales in 1868 were 453,624 tons. 
There was then a duty of $1.25 per ton on 
Nova Scotian coal shipped to tho United 
States. 

Of the total sales of that year, 198,920 
tons went to the United States and 53,840 
tons to other countries, lesving 200,864 
tons to be distributed throughout the Do- 
minion, 

{n 1873 the United States duty on Nova 
Scotian voal was 75 cents a ton, and the 
quantity shipped (see trade returns) to the 
United States was 226,058 tons out of. a 
total of 881,106 tons, the remainder being 
distributed to other countries, 138,847 
tons, and for use within the Dominion 
516,207 tons—an increase pt 128 per cent. 

In 1875, '76, '77 and '78, the years of 
general depression, when Canada had no 
fence up to keep out poachers on her in- 
dustries, the total sales varied but little, 
while the quantity going to the United 
States dwindled till in 1879 it was but 63,- 
936 tons, or three and a half times less tham 
the amount of 1873. During that same 


distressful period the sales for consump- 
tivay will Oana; also-veeied but little, 


being as follows: ’76, 483,939 tons; "76 
463,690 tons; '77, 556,855 tons, and '78, 
508,068 tons. 

Since the present tariff has been in force 
the sales to the United States have shown 
no improvement ; those ‘‘to other coun- 
tries’ considerable improvement, while 
those for home consumption in Canada 
have risen year by year from 554,605 tons 
in 1879 to 1,051,561 tons in 1885, 

Now, had the province been out of the 
confederacy the sales tothe United States 
would certainly not have been otherwise 
than the records show, while the sales to 
the other provinces would not have shown 
the same gratifying increase or anything 
like it, When itis recollected that nearly 
23,000 persons, big and little, live by the 
coal industry in Nova Scotia it ought sure- 
ly to be a matter of congratulation among 
the people of that province, as well as 
throughout Canada, that they joined the 
union in) 1867. 

2, The present tariff does not appear to 
have prevented the Nova Scotia coal owners 
from selling to outside countries other than 
the United States, since the yearly average 
of such sales shows an increase of 14 per 
cent, Some thought the National Policy 
would increase gost of articles so that the 
Nova Scotia coal would be prevented from 
succeeding in competition with coal mined 
in free trade countries, These fears haye 
been proved groundless, 

3. The table given above shows beyond a 
doubt that the present tariff has stimulated 
the coal trade to a very great degree ; an 
increase within the Dominion of over 100 
per cont, in the consumption of home 
raised coal within the short period of six 
years is little short of marvellous. 

In 1885, the coal sales from Nova Scotia 
mines within the Dominion were five times 
thoso of 1868. In 1868 the proportion of 
home raised coal sales to imported coal was 
2 tons to 15 tons ; in 1885, it was 2 tons to 
10 tons. The home article gains on the 1m- 
ported slowly, it is true, but it gains. Up 
to 1878 the imported article was outstrip- 
ping the home. The tide then turned,and 
little by little the home article has gained 
in the market against the foreign. It is 
good news to learn that the most recent 
réturns indicate that last year shows even a 
greater proportionate improvement. 

This increase in home consumption has 
been secured’ by the operation of the Na- 
tional Policy, without increasing the bur- 
den of taxation borne by the general pub- 
lio. 

The price of coal at the custom houses of 
Canada, as entered by the importers in 
1874, averaged $4.72 per ton. Tho average 
last year was $3.70. 

Furthor, had the Government been unable 
to obtain any revenue from coal it would 
have beon compelled to retain the duties 
on tea and coffee. 

Tho opponents of the present tariff say 
thoir plan is to place a duty on tea and

harbors the boundary should — follow 
tho coast line in all its sinuosities. But 
it is worth noting, first, that our con- 
struction is based upon international Jaw ; 
and, secondly, that the Americrns recog- 
nize the principle in determining similar 
disputes between theirown States in their’ 
own waters, The fact is our cousins, hav- 
ing ruined their own inshore fisherice, 
desire, by forcing a hitherto unheard-of 
construction upon us, to get acceas to our 
inshore fisheries, which, having been care- 
fully protected, are remarkably prolific, 
And the Canadian fishermen say with truth 
that if their enterprising rivals were allow- 
ed to deplete the river fishings, to over-fish 
the estuaries, and to harass the breeding 
and feeding grounds which lie within the 
bays, our fisheries would soon be valuoless. 
So that, in standing up for the headland- 
to-headland practice, we are not only claim- 
ing a technical right of some importance, 
but’ defending the very sources of our fish- 
ery wealth from the ravages of a neighbor 
who has already squandered his own.

The New Army Kifle 


Will Probably be Adopted for the Mounted 
Police, 


Toronto, Jan. 20.—A prominent city 
gun-maker who visited England last year 
described the new Mannlicher rifle, with 
which tho British troops are being armed, 
asa repeating rifle carrying nine shots, 
which will probably be reduced to seven. 
It is a heavy weapon, weighing 94 pounds 
ora pound more than the Martini-Henry 
rifle. ‘* The British government," he said, 
**haye recently adopted the plan of destroy- 
ing allarms when they are: superseded. 
The cause of this is that in Zululand they 
encountered their own discarded Reoming- 
tons and Snider Enfields which had been 
sent by Englishmen to firms'in Belgium, 
who in turn sent them to Africa to be used 
against the British troops. The same thing 
occurred in the Soudan, the only difference 
being that the weapons were in that case 
shipped to America and across the ocean 
again to Egypt. In corisequence of this al! 
old military rifles are now destroyed in 
England, and at the present timo we find it 
impossible to purchase them, although a 
few years ago we used to buy thousands, 
We expect to havea sample of the new 
rifle out shortly, and I should not wonder 
ifit was adopted for the North-West 
Mounted Police.”’ The police at present are 
armed with Winchester carbines, a very 
effective repeating arm.

“* Nothing that they suffered or expected 
to suffer justified rebellion under any cir- 
cumstances, and the rebellion of a few 
hundred half-breeds on the banks of the 
Saskatchewan was an act of wicked folly for 
which not even the shadow of an excuse can 
be had.” 

“* When a man is sane enough to provoke 
his excited and discontented friends to re-

The subject of the sermon was ‘Broken Picoes 
of the Ship,’ ard tho text Acta xxvii, 44 Some 
on broken pieces of the ship.’ Dr, Palmage 
spoke as follows :— 4 

Never off Goodwin Sands, ortho Skerries, or 
Cape Hatteras, was a sbip in worse predicament 
than, in the Moditerranoan hurricane, was the 
grain ship, on which two hundred and seventy- 
aix pasrengers were driven oa the coast of Malta, 
five miles from the mctropolia of that isda d, 
called Citta Vecchia, After atwo weeks’ tem- 
pest when the ship was ecotirely disabled, 
and captain and crew had become completely 
demoralized, an old missionary took commar d 
of the vease!l. He was swall, crouked-backed, 
and sore-ayed, according to tradition, It was 
Paul, the ooly unscared man aboard. “He was 
no more afraid of a Euroclydon teasing the Medi- 
terrarivan sea, now up to the gates of heaven 
and now sinking it to the gatesof hell, than he 
was afraid ofa kitten playing with a string. 
Hoe ordered them all down to take their rations, 
first asking them for a blessing. Then ho in- 
sured al! their lives, telling them they would be 
rescued, and 8o far from losing their heada, they 
would not lose ao much of their hair ax you could 
out off with one click of the scissors ; aye, nota 
thread of it, whether it were grey with age or 
golden with youth. “There shall not a hair fall 
from the head of any of you.’ 

Knowing that they can never get to the de 
sired port, they make the sea on the fourteenth 
night black with overthrown cargo, 50 that 
when the shipstrikes it will not strike so heavily. 
At daybreak thoy saw a creek, and in their exi- 
gency resolved to make for it, And so they cut 
the cables, took in«the two paddles that they 
had on these old boats, and hoisted the main 
-ail so that they might.come with such force as 
to be driven high upon the beach by some fortu- 
nate billow, there she goes—tumbliny toward 
the rocks, now prow foremost, now stern fore- 
most, now rolling over to starboard, now a wave 
ashes clear over the deck and it ecems as if 
the old craft has gonefor ever, But up she comes 
again, Paul's arm around a mast, he cries ; ‘All 
is well. od ras given me all those that rail 
with me,’ Crash! went the prow withsuch force 
that it broke off the mast. Crash! went the 
timbers till the seas rushed through from side to 
side of the vessel. She parts amidships, and 
into a thousand fragments the vessel goes, and 
into the waves two hundred and seventy-six 
immortals are precipitated. Some of them had 
been brought up on the sea shore and had lesrn 
ed to swim, and with their chin just above the 
waves, and by stroke of both arms and propul- 
sion of both feet, they put out for the beach and 
reach it. But alas for those others ! They have 
never learned to swim, or they were wounded 
by the falling of the mast, or the nervous shock 
was too great for them. And others had been 
weakened by long sea-sicknese, 

Oh, what will become of them? “Take that 
piece of a rudder,’ says Paul to one, ‘Take that 
fragment f a spar,’ says Paul to anot'e. ‘Take 
that table.’ “Take that image of Castor and Pol- 
lu.’ “Take that plank from the lifeboat.’ ‘Take 
avything and head for the beach’ What ao 
strugg'e for life in the breakers! Oh, the merci- 
leas waters, how they aweep over the heads of 
men, women and children. Hold on there! 
Almost ashore, keep upyour courage! Remem- 
ber what Paul told you. There, the receding 
wave on the beach leaves inthe sand a whole 
family. There crawle up out of the surf the 
centurion, There anotber plank comes in with 
a life clinging fast to it. There another piece 
of the shattered Vessel with its freightage of an 
immortal soul They must by this time all be 
saved. Yes; there comes in last of all, for he 
had been overseeing the rest, the old missionary, 
who wrings the water from his grey beard and 
cries out, “Thank God, all are here |’ 

Gather them around a fire and call the roll. 
Paul builds a fire, and when the bundles of sticks 
begin to crackle and, standing and sitting around 
the blaze, the passengers begin to recover from 
their chill, and their wet clothes begin to dry, 
and warmth begins to come into all the shiver- 
ing passengers, let the purser of the vessel go 
round and see if any of the poor creatures are 
misting. Not one of the crowd that were plunged 
into the sea. How it relieves our anxiety as we 
read ; —‘Scine on broken pieces of the ship, and 
#0 it came to pass they All escaped safe to land.’ 

Having on previous occasions looked at the 

other passengere, 1 confine myself to-day to an 
examination of those who came in op broken 
pieces of the ship, 
F There inecmething about them that excites 
in mé anintense interest. [ am not so much 
interested in those that could swim, They got 
ashore as I expected. A mile of water is not 
a very great undertaking for a strong swimmer, 
or even two miles are not. But I cannot stup 
thinking about those on broken pieces of the ship, 
The great gospel ship is the finest vessel of the 
universe and can carry more passengers than 
any craft ever constructed, oat you could no 
more wreck it than you could wreck the throne 
of god Almighty, wish all the people would 
come aboard her, I could not proinise a smooth 
voyage, for oft'imes 1t will be tempestuous or a 
chopped sea, Wut I could promise ‘tafe arrival 
for all who took passage on that Great Eastern, 
80 Called by me becausé its Commander came 
oubofthe Kast, the star of the East #badge of 
His authority 

But a vast multitude do not take regular pes- 
sage, Their theolegy is broken in pieces, and 
their life is broken in pieces, and their habits aro 
broken in piecer, and their worldly and spiritual 
prospects are brokea in pieces, and yet I believe 
they are going to reach the shining shore, and I 
ain fecrureges by the experience of those people 
who are spoken of in the text :—‘Some on broken 
pieces of the ship.’ 

Une object of this sermon is to encourage al! 
those who cannot take the whole system of re- 
ligion as we believe it, but who really believe 
something, to come ashore on that one plank, 
I do not underrate the value of a great theolo- 
gical system, but where in all the Bible is there 
anything that says; Believe in John Calvin 
and thou shalt be saved ; or believe in Ar- 
mninius and thou shalt be saved; or believe in 
the Synod of Dort und thou shalt be saved; or 
believe in the thirty-nine Articles and thou 
shalt be saved? A man may be orthodox and 
go to hell, or heterodox and go to heaven. The 
man who in the deep affection of his heart ac- 
cepts Christ is saved, and the man who does not 
accept Him is lost. 

I believe in both the Heidelberg and West 
minster catechisms, and I wish you all did, but 
you may believe in nothing they contain except 
the one idea that Chrict came to save sinners 
aod that you are one of them, and yon are in- 
stantly resowed, If you can come in on the 
grand old ship, L_ would rather bave you. get 
aboard, but if you can find only a piece of wood 
as Jong a8 the human body, or a pce a6 wide 
asthe outepread human arms, and either of 
them iva place of the cross, come in on that piece, 
Tons of thousands of pe yple are to-day kept out 
of the Kingdom of God because they cannot 
believe everything.

Because your theory of air 
in differont you do not refuse to breathe, Be- 
cause your theory about the stellar system is 
different, you do not refuse to acknowledge the 
North Stor, Why should the fact that your 
theological theories are different, hinder you 
from acting upon what you know? IRfyouhave

Baptism |’ Come in without it, and settle that 
matter afterward. ‘But there are so many in 
consistent Obristians !" Then come in andshow 
them by a good example how professora ought 
toact. ‘But I don’t beliivein the Old Te ta- 
ment !’ Then come in on the New, ‘But I don't 
like the Book of Romans!’ Then come ia on 
Matthew or Luke, Refu-ing to come to Christ, 
whom you admit to be the Saviour of the lost, 
because you cannot admit other things, you are 
like a men out there in that Mediterranean tem- 
pest and tossed in the Melita breakers, refusing 
to come ashore until ha can mend the pieces of 
the broken ship, I hear him say ;—‘I won't go 
ia on any of these planks until IT knowin what 
part of the ship they belong, WhenTI can get 
the windlass in the right place, and the sails set, 
and that keel-piece oa se it belongs, and that 
floor timber right, and these ropes untangled, I 
will go ashore, I am an old sailor and know all 
about ships for forty years, and as soon as I can 
get the vessel afloat in good shape I will come 
in.” A man drifting by ona pieca of wood 
overhears him and says: ‘‘ You will drown be- 
fore you get that ship re:onstructed. Betterdo 
as Tamdoing. [know notbing aboutships, and 
never faw one before I came on board this, end 
T cannot swim a stroke, but l am going ashore 
on this shivered timber.” The man in tho offing 
wrile trying to mend his ship, goes down, The 
man who trusted to tha RAY is saved, O, my 
brother, let your smasheJ-up system of theolovy 
go to the bottom, while you come in on a splin- 
tered spar! ‘*#ome on broken pieces of the 
ship,” 

You imay get all your difficulties settled, as 
Garibaldi, the magnetic Italian, got his gardens 
made. When the war between Austria and Sar- 
dinia broke out, he was living at Caprrra, a very 
rougb and uncultivated island home. But he 
went forth with his sword to achieve the libera- 
tion of Naples and Sicily, and gave nine million 
people free government under Victor Emman- 
uel, Garibaldi, after being absent two years 
from Caprera, returned, and when he appreached 
it, he found that hia home had by Victor Em- 
manual, ave eurpri.e, been Edenized. Trimmed 
shrubbery had taken the place of thortiy thiek- 
ota - gardens, the place of barrenness—and the 
old rookery in which he once lived, had given 
way toa pictured mansion, where he lived in 
comfort the rest of his days. AndT tell you if 
you will come and enlist under the banner of our 
Victor Emmanuel, and follow him through thick 
and thin, and fight His battles, and endure His 
sacrifices, you will find after a while that He has 
chenged your heart from a jungle of thorny 
skepticisms into a garden all abloom with lux- 
uriant joy that you have never dreamt of, 
From a tangled Caprera of sadaess into a Para 
dise of God. 

I do not know how your theological system 
went to pieces. It may be that your parents 
started you with only one plank, and you be 
heve tittle ornothing. Or they may have been 
too rigid and severe in religious discipline, and 
cracked you over the head with a psalm book, 
It may be that some partrer in business who was 
a member of an Evangelical Church played on 
you a trick that disgusted you with rdli zion. It 
may be that you have associates who have talk- 
éd against christianity in your presence until 
you are “all at sea,” and you dwell more on 
things that you do not believe than on things 
you do believe. Youre in one respect like 
Lord Nelson. When a signal was lifted that he 
wished to disregard, he put his sea glass to his 
blind eye, and said [ cannot see, but put it to 
your other eye, the eye of faith, and you will 
see Christ, and He is all you need to see. 

If you can believe nothing else, you certnin) 
believe in vicarious suffering, for you see it al 
most every day inevery day in some shape. 
Last month the steamship Knickerbocker, of 
the Cromwell Ling, running between New Or- 
leans and here, wasin great storms, and the 
captain aud crew saw the schooner Mary D. 
Cranmer, of Philadelphia, in distress. The 
weather cold, the waves mountain-high, the first 
officer of the steamship and four men put out 
in # lifeboat te save the crew of the schooner, 
aud reached the vessel and towed it out of 
danger, the wind shifting so that the schooner 
was saved. But the five men of the steamship 
coming back, theie boat caps zed, yet righted 
again and came on, the sailors coated with ice, 
The boat capsized again, and three times upset 
and was righted,and a line was thrown the poor 
fellows, but their hands and arma werefrozen so 
stiff they could not grasp it, anda great wave 
rolled over them, and they went down never to 
rise till the sea gives up its dead. Appreciate 
that heroism and self sacrifice of the brave fel- 
lows we all can, and can we not appreciate the 
Chriat who put out in a more bitter cold and in- 
toa more overwhelming surge ty bring us out 
of infinite peril into everlasting safety? The 
wave of human hate rolled over Him on one side 
and the way eof hellish fury rolled over him 
on the other side,’ Oh, the thickness of the night, 
and the thunder of the tempest into which 
Christ plunged for our rescue,

Any indulgence which the American goy- 
ernment may grant to Canadian fishing 
veasels is gratuitous, and could not be 
claimed by Canada, citherasa right ora 
scoured privilege. That indulgence she is 
at liberty to withdraw, and if she should 
do so; Oanada would have no cause of com- 
plaint. Under tho circumstances, when 
Aimorican fishermen are claiming all sorts 
of privileges to which they have no legal 
right, their government has a strony inotive 
to grant pumilar: privileges to Canadian 
vossels, Tn doing so, she seeks to lay a 
clsim toreciprocal treatment. Aud the 
Dominion of Canada would doubtless be 
glad to reciprocate if the casos were equal, 
bub they aro not equal, Canadian fishing 
vouselé are in no real need of trading privi- 
loges in American ports ; but American fish- 
ing vossels are under tho neceasity of buy- 
ing bait in Canadian ports. To sell them 
bait would, in‘all cases, be to enable them 
to compete against ourown fishermen. This, 
if it were all, would not bo aaufficient rea- 
son for not supplying bait. But it is not 
all, A large number of Amorican vessels 
are constantly on the watch for an oppor 
tunity to yiolate our fishery rights by 
fishing within the territorial limits of 
Canada ; to prevent them doing so alto- 
gether is found to be impossible; the 
attempt, fairly but not absolutely’ success- 
ful, is very costly to Canada. We canuot 
afford to neutralize our preventive efforts 
by selling bait which may be used to yio- 
late our territorial rights, and which in ma- 
ny cases would beso used. An exchany 
of hospitalitios, the want of which Secreta- 
ry Manning deplores, would operate tn- 
equally and to the serious detriment of Gan- 
ada. It isin no spirit of churlishness that 
we are obliged to refuse to grant them, but 
in sheer defence of our fistiery rights.

* As this pack was stubborn, it was na- 
turally but a short time before the falls 
had drained nearly all the wator out of the 
river. This, of course, occured during the 
night, and we people who lived in Niagata 
village knew nothing of the phenomenon 
until next morning. I remember that I 
awoke very early that morning, with the 
sense. of something exceedingly. strange op- 
pressing me. It was somo time before | 
discovered that the feeling came from the 
fact that the’catarac. was alinost missing. 
‘T jumped outof bed, and on leaving the 
heuse found that scores of others had beon 
awakened by the same circumstance, avd 
were hurry.ng s»ward the fal's to ree what 
the trouble was. We found that the great 
Niagara Falls was about one-quarter of its 
former volume, —_ 

‘*We had not heard of “tho trouble at 
Lake Erie, and the terrible thought that 
‘so Falls were running dry created a fooling 
of alarm noteasilyimaginable. The Ameri- 
can chatyel had dwindled to a creek in com- 
parison Wh its original proportions, while 
tho British ¢sannel resembled some ordin 
ary river in thé droughts of August. Goat 
Islund.was a8 big aa two Goat Islands, as 
the water had shruox from every side of it, 
leaving & wide expanse of wet, slimy, jagy- 
"ed rocks which no eye in that vicinity had 
.ever.seen before. Tho bed of the Canadian 
rapids, far out into the stream, Was dry, 
4s was the space betwean the lower snd of 
of Goat Island, and out beyond the tover, 
The rocks thus exposed were black aid 
forbidding, giving the dry river bed the 
Qppearance Of a tract of charred stumps. 
The Three Sisters looked forlorn in their 
enhanced dimensions. The great jet of 
water which had, from time out of mind, 
leaped into the air about 300 yards south of 
this groups of island in the great rapids,and 
which is leaping there to-day, was not leap 
ing that morning, and, as some one remark- 
ed that day,the tremendous’ roar of Nia 
had subsided to a moan. 

“The scene was at once desolate,strange, 
and awful to contemplate. The picture 
will neyer leave my mind. The whole vil- 
lage was out exploring caves, dark recesses, 
curious formations in the rocks, and» other 
remarkable features of the cataract 
rapids that no mortal eye had probabl 
ever gazed upon before. These explor 
ations were made safely to the very brink 
of the Horseshoe Rapids. A Mr. Holley 
drove a horse and buggy from the head of 
Goat Island clear to the spot whora the 
leaping jet of water had always writhed 
and foamed. He alsocut several sticks of 
timber$neéar the brink of Horseshoe Falls, 
had then hewéd there, ‘and hauled them 
away with four horses. These sticks -they 
were large, fine timbers—nre in the frame 
of some house at the falls now. This re- 
markabJe condition of affairs at the cataract 
continued all day, and showed no sign of a 
change when the

The State of the Country in 1876— 
Deep Depression Everyw cre, 


THE BIRTH OF THE NATIONAL POLICY 


Strenuocus and Continued Opposition of tho 
Liberals to its Principles No GQompro- 
miso Allowed. 


In 1876, the Mackenzie Government 
being in power, the Governor Genoral in 
the ‘speech opening Parliament, was in- 
structed by his Ministry to say that ‘* the 
great’ depression which has prevailed 
throughout the neighboring countries for 
several years, and which has more recently 
been felt in the old world, causing goneral 
stagnation of business, has extended to 
Canada, ‘and has seriously affected our 
trade.” The attention of Parliament thus 
called’to the condition of the country, was, 
within a few weeks after the opening of the 
session; directéd to an investigation of the 
causes. - Mr. Mills, a supporter of that 
Government, moved the appointment of a 
committee to * enquire into the causes of 
tho present financial depression.” . After a 
lengthy debate the motion carried, the 
words ‘*nianufacturing and commercial” 
being~substituted for ** financial.” 
debate brought out the fact that 

TRE DEPRESSION OF TRADE 
was very great. Quoting only from sup- 
porters of the then Government who 
would not be at all desirous of oxaggerat- 
ing the distress, we give some evidence on 
the extent of the depression that then ex- 
isted. Mr. Taschereausaid ; ‘* A commer- 
cial depression such as has seldom been 
felt has yisited the new world as well as 
the old, and has not spared Canada, having 
seriously affected our commerce,” Mr, 
Mills said: ‘‘ When we notico in the 
newspapers from day to day the failure of 
mon engaged in manufacturing or commer- 
cial pursuits in yarious parts of the coun- 
try, whon we observe statements that a 
very large number of men formerly en- 
gaged inthe lumber trade and in other 
pursuits are out of employment, I think 
itis necessary to bring hefore the House 
an array of facts, for the purposo of 
establishing a proposition which, I sup- 
pose, will meet with general assent. c 
We observe that those who have failed are 
of the commercial class as well as of the 
manufacturing class; that itis not oply 
those engaged in producing various articles 
of industry within the country Who have 
suffered, but that merchants engaged in the 
importation of goods have sulfered quite as 
much, as far as we can gather from generat 
reports,” 

ME. WORKMAN SAID ; 

I have just come to this' house from the 
counting house, from the bankers, the mer- 
chants and the manufacturers—therefore,I 
know how very great the depression is in 
these three most important branches of the 
industry of the Dominion. For the last 
eighteen months there has been a gradual 
shrinking) of values and curtailment of 
trade, until now we have arrived at a con- 
dition which in forty yeara’ commercial ex- 
perience | haye neyer seen equalled. . . 
know this that the manufacturers of the 


= 


country are in the most depressed state ; 
that this depression has been gradually go- 
ing on and increasing until at present near- 
ly onorshalf of the manufacturing» establish- 
ments in‘and around Montreal ‘are closed 
up and the other half are working on half, 
or perhaps two-thirds tine. Any number 
of hands have bee: discharged and are idle 
to-day, while those who are employed are 
Only earning wages of from 70 to 80 per 
gerit. of what they earned bofore. . . . I 
can toll hon, géntlemen that the manufac- 
turing interests, if not soon protected, 
|] with tho other industries of the country, 
will suffer very much. The mercantile 
interests are also very important, and they | 
depend for success upon the success of 
the mechanicand'the mavufacturer.’ ‘The 
Forerpment, however, would not listen to 

16 complaints, and refused to consider the 
CRIES OF DESPAIK 
which rose up from every city, town, vill- 
ase and hamlet—which found support and 
strength from all the rural portions of Can- 
ada. They deliberately resolved that the 
causes producing the depression were such 
that legislative action, could not remedy. 
Though it was pointed out that Canada 
was ground to dust between tho upper and 
nether millstones—between the sore press- 
ed United States manufacturer and the 
sore pressed English manufacturer, both in 
their anxiety to realize money to save 
themselves from ruin, seeking in Canada a 
slaughter market to the detriment of the 
Cabadian manufacturer—thohgh it was 
clearly shown that disaster hung like a 
black cloudioverthe whole countryy the 
Mackenzie Ministry refused to do anything 
at all. 

Sir John came to tho rescue of the coun- 
try, and moved his famous resolution, that 
this house regrets His Excellency has not 
been advised to recommend to Parliament 
a measure for the readjustment of the ta- 
riff, which would not only aid in alleviat- 
ing tho stagnation of business deplored by 
the Government, but would also afford fit- 
ting encouragement and protection to the 
struggling manufactures and industries, as 
well as to the agricultural products of Can- 
ada&. ‘That resolution was voted down, 116 
against and 70 for, Among those voting 
against Sir John’s motion were Messrs. 
Bain, Blake, Bourassa, Jones, Laurier, 
Langlois, Mackenzie, Cartwright, Casgrain, 
Fiset, Paterson, Mills, Vail and others, 
from whom anew ministry would have to 
be selected ip the event of the overthrow 
of the presént Government.

WE PROCEED ANOTHBM STE, 


The Government in 1877 and 1875, as in | 


1876, turned a deaf oar to the cries of dis- 
tress. Tho gloaming of sulforing, which 
prompted the enquiry into the causes of 
the depression, became deep midnight 
darkness in 1878, Stocks wont down by 
the run, Tho impbortations foll off, tho 
exports declined. The savings bank do 
posita fell to the ne ie figure thoy had ever 
reached, Tho bank and Dominion note 
circulation foll ten jmillion dollars below 
What it was in 1873. Farming and city 
proporty alike folt the blight, Thon came 
the return to power of the party whose 
famous resolution pf 1876 creating the 
National Policy had been received with 
great favor by tho people of Canada at the 
general olections, The party adopted fhe 
principle of readjustment of the taril! in 
order to aid the depressed industries. Tho 
same bitter opposition from the opponents 
of readjustment was continued, Attacks 
wero made all along the line upon the 
National Policy in 1379 and the follywing 
years. From Maroh 10, 1876, when they 
voted down Sir John’s resolution to the 
present hour, they have persistently main- 
tained the same dogged opposition, ‘They 
have never recanted their original bolief, 
They aro as strong opponents of the Natign- 
al Policy as ever. No session has been, 
since 1876, allowed to pass without Sir 
Richard Cartwright, as the exponent of 
the financial and trade policy of the Op- 
position, rising in his place and pouring 
scorn and derision upon the readjusted 
tariff, ‘The same element which forced the 
Mackenzio administration to.take the course 
it did in 1876 remains with the party, The 
free trade element in the Eastern provinces 
which had the mastery over the Mackenzie 
Government in 1876 is still 
AS BITTER AS EVER 
in its opposition to any tariff which will 
give assistance to manufactures, lt iseven 
stronger, if She leaders and spokesmen of 
the Liberal party are to be believed, for in 
Nova Scotia it hay succeeded in raising tho 
secession cry, hoping thereby to strengthen 
itself, to seize any opportunity that may 
offer in the future, to break down any and 
allprotectionto native industries, That free | 
trade and socession party is closely allied | 
to the free trade party in Ontario and Que- 
bec, and day after day proclaims its detor- 
mination to break down the present tavill, 
Its strength, as seen in the provincial elec- 
tions in Nova Scctia in 1886, has placed 
the National Policy in as great jeopardy at 
the forthcoming Dominion elections as it 
was in the Dominion elections of 1882. 
With no recantation of the error of 1876 
by Messrs. Blake, Laurier and Co., with | 
increased vehemence of opposition on the 
| partofthe eastern wing. of the Liberal 
| party ; with the party organs day after day 
| attacking the present tariff, it would be 
| utter folly on the part of the supporters of 
| the present tariff to fancy that there would 
be no changes in the tariffin the event of 
the National Policy party being defeated. | 
A GUIDE FOR US. | 
We have the experience of the United 
States to guide us. Thompson in his work 
on political economy says: ‘* Nine times 
in one hundred years the American people 
have changed their financial policy, some- | 
times carried from protection to free trade 
by the influence of specious theories, 
but as often driven back to the policy 
of protection by hard experience. Tho 
two periods of longest continuance in 
any policy is the Protectionist per-. 
iod which followed tho establishment 
of the Government (1789-1801) and the 
Protectionist period in Which we are now 
Four times the scaffolding of the 
tariff has been torn down fromthe uncom- , 
pleted edifice of our industrial development 
and as often the work has been begun 
again, if not from the foundation yet from 
a point much less advanced than had been 
reached under the previous protective 
tariff. This time it seems to be the nation’s 
purpose that the scaffold shall be kept up 
until this roof is on,” Yet in spite of this 


| evident determination to hold fast to the 


present system, the antagonists of protec: 
tion do not give up. Ata recent meeting 
of the Cobden club it was,stated that near- 
ly 1,000,000 free trade pamphlets had been 
sent to the United States within a few 
years. ‘All these influences we have to fear 
in Canada. They would be much more 
powerful for injury, with a government in 
power not only not heartily sympathiziog 
with tho National Policy, but opposed toit, 
Further, the Nationalist tariff is by no 
means a perfect instrument. Every year 
changes are mado in it to assist some ,new 

| industry or to give greater strength to some 

| old industry struggling against the ‘ dead 
set’ made upon it by outside antagonists. 
Hence the necessity for the continuance in 
power of tho friends of the industrial class. 
The artisan needs constant sympathy in the 
laborious effort to build up manufactories 
in Canada, opposed as that effort is by the | 
manufacturers of the five great industrial | 
nations of the world.

a while. To give you some idea of a trip, 
1 will tell you of my last. On Christ. 
mas day I received a telogram from*Su- 
perintendent Perry that an insane man 
was wandering around somewhere in the 
vicinity of Duck Lake or Carlton, and 
to send a party out after him. Not having 
&manininy detachment thoroughly ac- 
quaintod with that section of country, I 
decided to go myself ix charge of the party. 
I got track of the man at Duck Lake, and 
information to the effect that he had start- 
ed for Battleford, and aa the distance was 
110 miles and not asettler’s house for 90 
miles of the way, and the weather being 
oxtremely cold, I expected he would surely 
freeze to death before we could overtake 
him. I followod his trail through the snow 
and overtook him on the morning of the 
27th in a small camp of ludians about forty 
miles from Carlton and ninety from Princo 
Albert. He was badly frozen about the 
head, face, hands and feet and would most 
surely havo perished but for the Indians 
picking him up and caring for him, I had 
to take him to Prince Albert and arrived 
back here on the evening of the 
3lst, having been out six days 
of the coldest weather we are likely to ex- 
eae this winter, The morning I left 
*rince Albert for here the thermometer 
registered 56" below zero, and I don’t 
think any time 1 was out that it was warm- 
er than 26° below zoro. I froze my nose 
aud ears, which was the only thing 1 suffer- 
ed from on my trip. I don’t expect to have 
much to do this winter, as the people are a 
quiet, lawabiding set when they can’t get 
whiskey. Last winter two whiskey traders 
got in here and reaped a rich harvest for a 
while,-as most ef the kalf-breeds would do 
anything for whiskey and also help to con- 
ceal the source from which they obtained 
it, but since my arrival in Batoche I don’t 
believe there has been a drop of liquor in 
the place, in consequence of which the 
people are much better off than last year, 
and everything more quiet.”

in Bost London, instead of fulfilling their 
destiny by being logitimately caught, skin- 
ned and cooked, have a fashion of commit: 
ting suicide in stopcocks and taps. There 
they decompose, with tho result, as illus- 
trated lately, of causing the wator to be- 
come horribly putrid, and of giving some- 
thing very like typhoid fover to the un- 
lucky consumers. A whole fainily has 
just been laid prostrate in this way, 
and one or two of its mombers aro still 
sorioualy ill, The company have been 
appealed to with little rosult, They 
say that throe years ago some of thoir filter 
beds burst and that the unfiltered water 
on that occasion made its way into the 
mains, carrying with it a number of minute 
ools and other fish, which have since spawn- 
od and multiplied in thespipes. Tho mains 
have been repeatedly flushed with the ob- 
jeot of getting rid of the intruders, but 
without success, and the company’s engin- 
oer is Only able ta tell the sanitary author- 
ity that he does not consider that the water 
is injured by the cels as long as they are 
alive, though he admits that a dangerons 
nuisance may arise from them when dead 
There is one consideration which does not 
seem to have occurred either to the Local 
Board or to the company, and that~ is 
whother water that can, under the condi- 
tions of its distribution here, support the 
life of fish, is fit for human consumption. 
O.a what do the eels feed? Clearly not on 
weeds or other vegetable substances, for 
the water is confined in iron mains. If, 
however, they find enough animalcule in 
the water to enable them to live and grow 
to a considerable size, it is certain that 
what is eel’s food may be man’s poison ; 
and how is it that the ofticial analysts and 
microscopists are periodically certifying 
that the wator is free from any impurity of 
the kind ?

Questions to the Point, 

Those who sock to throw our markets 
open to outsiders, and to destroy the po- 
licy which provides omployment for both 
Ounadion labor and Canadian capital, are 
invited to make square answer to tho fol- 
lowing questions :— 

What business in Canada, of any kind, 
has over been injured by the National Po 
licy?! Name any important interost, in- 
dustrial, commercial or financial, that has 
sulfereod bocnuse of it. 

Wherein has the cost of living beon in- 
creased, and upon what classes, if upon 
any, has this alleged higher cost of living 
fallen ? 

In it not true that whatever articles of 
necessity have advanced in price during 
tho last eight years have all been articlos 
produced at home, either from the Canadian 
farm or Canadian forest—from the former 
mostly t Instanco meat, milk, butter, and 
cheese, the price of which goes to our own 
farmors, 

Is it not also true that within the same 
period clothing, boots and shoes, and gen- 
erally manufactured articlos and store goods 
vf pvory kind have been going down in 
price! Along with Protection we have 
liad cheap sugar, tea, and other store goods; 
while the farmers have had good prices for 
thoir produce. 

Are you propared to maintain that good 
prices for farmers’ produce mean ruin to 
this country! Ifso ‘come out of your 
shell” and say so plainly, You will find it 
hard to make a good show of maintaining 
any such doctrine in Canada, Make thisa 
equare issue, and take your stand on it, 
That the lower the prices of grain, meat, 
and dairy produce go, the better it is for 
this couutry. 

Bankers are a class of men who observo 
keenly how business is going, and what 
causes there are to help or to hinder it. 
Can you give proof of any instance wherein 
our bankers, as a body, or any considerable 
number of them acting together, have com- 
plained that the National Policy was in- 
juring business in Canada } 

Or, rather, have you not reason to know 
that any serious apprehensiom, on the part 
of tho banks, that the N. P. wasin danger, 
would immediately be followed by a tight- 
ening of the screws and a contraction of 
business} That such apprehension would 
operate as a storm signal in the business 
world, ‘warning every one to take in sail, 
and to save himself the best way he could 
from approaching danger ? 

In such case it would bea great mistake 
to suppose that manufacturers and their 
workmen would be the only sufferers. 
Every groceryman, every small tradesinan, 
every country storekeoper, wnd every big 
merchant too, would have te suffer by the 
general contraction of business which would 
ensue. Heavy losses to the banks and a 
disastrous curtailment of credits would be 
inevitable.—Canadian Manufacturer.

The Fisheries Question, 


The Minister of Marine ou the Belmont 
Hill, 


Ortrawa, Ja, 22,—Hon. Goo, Fuster, 
Minister of Marine and Fish ries,in an in- 
torview here to-day concerning the Lel- 
mont Bill, said that whilst the bill Appour- 
od lo assume that the American fishing 
vossels had trading rights in Canadian Wa. 
tors the treaty of 1818 gave them vo such 
rights, This hasbeen the interpretation 
put upon it ever since by the British aud 
Colonial Governmonts, and from 1818 to 
the pressut the American Governmont has 
never opposed that interpretation. It has 
acqttiesced in the enforcement of the pro 
visions of the treaty against American fish- 
ermen from 1818 until 1871, whon they 
were interrupted by the negotiation of the 
Washington treaty, abrogated in 1885, 
Whilst the bill recites that 
RETALIATORY MEASURES 


may be taken when Canada refuses to 
American fishing vessels rights to which 
such vessels are entitled by treaty or by 
the law of nations,the Canadian contention 
is that no rights have been denied to 
American yessels to which they are ontit- 
led by treaty. The President, thereforo, 
if such legislation is enacted, will have to 
interpret the treaty for himself, which may 
involve considerable hardship upon him. 
Mr, Foster denies that American fishing 
vessels have been deprived of those alleg- 
ed rights in a harsh or unjustifiable way, 
and for proof rofors to the official records. 
NO FAIR PRIVILEGES REFUSED. 


The Canadian Government, he says, hhs 
not in a single instance refused any fair 
rights of hospitality, having allowed all 
reasonable facilities for shelter, repairs, ob- 
taining wood, water, getting medical ad- 
vice and reasonable supplies for the sus- 
tenance of life when their vessels had run 
out of these and had made proper applica- 
tion for them, If Congress wishes to de- 
privo Canadian vessls of privileges denied 
to Amorican vessels in Canadian ports, it 
would only prevent Canadian fishormen 
from trading in American ports; but the 
measure of retaliation aimed at in Mr. Bel- 
mont’s bill isa wide one, looking towards 
a complete abrogation of trade between the 
two countries—a measure which Mr. Fos- 
ter says he does not believe the good sense 
of the American people, represented by 
their legislators, will ever sanction.

The American ‘‘ War” Upon Canada, 


How the United States Propose to Coerce 
Us—Canadian Ministers Open tho Question, 


(Special to the Witness.) 

Orrawa,Jan, 2b. — Quite a stir was caused 
in miuisterial circles here, this morning, by 
the receipt of the intelligence thab the 
United States Senate had passed the ro- 
taliation resolution which provides that in 
the event of Canada continuing to prevent 
American yessels from enjoying ordinary 
transit facuities the President should be 
authorized to prohibit transit through the 
United States or territorial waters thereof 
from point to point in Oanada or from 
Canada to the ocean of avy engines, cars, 
oods or yessels proceeding from Oanada, 
Conshlerig the attitude assumed by 
the United States in regard to the fishery 
matter this action ‘was not  alto- 
gether unexpected. If the resolution be 
brought into eflect, its provisions are so 
aweeping that all commercial intercourse 
between the two countries, at least by legit- 
imate channols, will be annihilated. The 
general opinion is that the United States 
will suffer more than Canada by such legis- 
lation. Several Ministers were seen this 
morning regarding their views on the matter. 
The Hon. ¥ A. Chapleau said the question 
involved the Governmont policy, which he 
could not divulge. The Hon. Thos. White 
held that the U. States had simply adopted 
this course in order Yo strengthen their ne- 
gotiations for a treaty. The Government, 
he said, were anxious to establish satisfac- 
tory trado relations betweon the two coun- 
tries, apd would discuss the question with 
that viow whenitcameup. The Hon. Mr 
Fostersaid thatif the Senate considered such 
a course to be in the interost of the nited 
States they had a perfect right to adopt it. 
Canada had simply stood by hor rights de- 
lined by the treaty of 1818 and secured by 
Imperial and colonial legislation, She had 
enforced thoso rights according to tho apirit 
of the troaty with. courtesy and without 
undue annoyance, 60 a8 to protect an im- 
portant interest of her people. If the 
United States pub such a moasure into force 
it would cut both ways and nothing but 
actual experiment would show upon whom 


tho greatest burden would fall, Mr. Jas. 
Johnston, the Commissioner of Customs, 


held that the United States had overything 
to lose and nothing to gain by such legisla 
tion. The loss to the United Statos, he 
said, would be tonfold that of Canada and 
he did not think the President would sanc- 
tion such a moasure.

The leader of the Opposition has very 
little respect for the iteélligenco of the 
people of Canada if he thinks they can be 
caughtin the net he has: spread bofore 
them on the subject of the tariff. During 
the administration of the Liberal party 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie, Sin Richard Cart- 
wright and thoir olleagues refused to 
adopt the principle of ;protection in the 
fiseal policy of the country. ‘They had on- 
couatered a series of doficits, were face to 
face with a falling and already inadequate 
revenue, and announced that the: income 
of the Government must be increased by 
higher taxation, but, bofore increasing the 
duties, Sir Richard Cartwright declared 
that the country shonld be given the op- 
portunity of declaring whether the read- 
Justment should be made for revenue pur- 
poses only,as ho and his friends contended, 


or whether the fostering of home industries 


by méans of a protective tariff should be 
its chief underlying and chief purpoee, The 
result of the appeal to the electorate is 
well known. ‘Lhe Conservative party was 
returned to power, and in the session of 
1879 the National Policy was introduced. 
From that day to this the Liberals have 
not abated by one jot their hostility to the 
tariff. They had denounced it in season 
and out of season. They had repre- 
sonted its operation as relatively as cost- 
ly’ to’ Canada as the civil war to the 
United States. They have repeatedly 
declared their purpose to modify its pro- 
tective features’ whenever they can obtain 
office. In the ponding elections the candi- 
dates of the Opposition throughout ' the 
Maritime provinces are claiming support 
on the promise that if Mr. Blake securés a 
majority in the new Parliament he wil re- 
establish a tariff for revenue only. And 
yet Mr; Blake imagines that the manufac- 
turers, the artisans, the farmers, the indus- 
trial masses of Canada can be fooled: into 
believing that his party is not hostile to 
the National Policy. The fact is the lond- 
er of the Opposition is simply making an 
exhibition of his readiness to cater to every 
sentiment iu.the hope of catching yotes, 
and manifesting once again the truth of the 
the statement that he leads a party of or- 
ganized hypocrisy. 

In his speech at East York the other 
day Mr. Blake said :—'‘I can assure you 
that there is, in my belief, a general con- 
currence of sentiment amongst us, includ- 
ing Sir Richard Cartwright, whom I name 
only because our adyorauries delight to re- 
present him ag holding other views.” This 
18 satisfactory and. we doubt not, atrivply 
accurate, . "Hsaotly where Sir Richard 
stands on the tariff there as nut the leas 
difficulty in ascertaining. Mo isa man of 
convictions on that subject at least, and he 
is fearless in, the expression of his opinions, 
Mr. Blake declares that he is in accord 
with Sir Richard Cartwright, and this is 
what the lattor gentleman said, not years 
ago, but in the last session of Parliament 
in his speech on the Budget, when he spoke 
for the Opposition and when every senti- 
ment he uttered was cheered by the Liberal 
party in the Commons :— 

“The National Policy, or at all eventa under 
the National Policy, has produced far larger 
deficits than we ever had since Confederation 
commenced.“ The National Policy has led to 
far greater expenditure, far heavier taxation, 
greater debt, and vary sorious dis atisfaction 
ainong the very peyple who are specially de- 
signed to be protected, It may suit the. hon. 
kentleman, and it may suit hia friends, to as 
sure the house that the manufacturers of Canada 
are to day thoroughly well satiefied with their 
position. There is a political side, ‘and a very 
serious tide, to this question, on which I do not 
desire to dwell now ; but I have no doubt what- 
evet in my mind, as thera was mo doabt when

The Comparative Nayal Sirength of 
the European Powers, 

The minor naval powers are falling more 
or leas complotely out of the lists of naval 
competition, Spain and Portugal have 
ceased to be, and Greece “has not becoine, 
of any naval importance, Spain alone mak- 
ing come small effort to keep respectable, 
but even that effort is chiefly expending 
itself ~as that of the United States Goy- 
ernment is about to expend itself, by-the- 
bye—in the production of very fast vessels, 
which may be useful in preying upon com- 
merce, but which are scarcely fit to fight 
even pirates, and which a -real war ship 
would dispose of ina singlo round of her 
battery fite. They will bo efficient in run- 
ning away no doubt when danger arises : 
but ‘running away” was not the method 
by which the United States won naval dis- 
tinction, nor that by which Spain once be- 
came great, and Greece immortal. The 
naval policy of Germany is defensive ; she 
is almost without pretensions upon the 
open sea, Turkey is slowly but surely 
succumbing to Russia, and in the near 
future the Russian Black Sea fleet will 
hold unquestioned mastery over Turkey. 
Italy has a naval role of her own to play in 
Europe, and on the whole is playing it well. 
Austria would do well to hesitate in her 
present naval condition before again expos- 
ing herself to the switt and destructive on- 
slaughts which the tremendously armed and 
excessively fast Italian ships could make 
upon her. France is « really great naval 
power, and there are circumstances which 
would muke a naval conflict between her 
and England one of the most uncertain 
in the history of tlie world. The French 
have very largely abandoned the protection 
of their guns by armor ; we,most unhappily, 
have atill more largely abandoned the pro- 
tection of ourships, and if rormaing to be

Never Yield. 


What Sir Johu Macdonald Says of the 
Edmunds Bill, 


The New York Herald in the shape of a 
despatch from Ottawa, dated January 25, 
publishes an interview with Sir John Mac- 
donald on the fishery question, in which 
the Premier says; ‘* When the treaty of 
Washington expired, Oanada endeavored 
to renew it or secure another by adopting 
conciliatory measures. The government at 
Washington asked that the terms of the 
treaty be renewed for six months—that is, 
when the former treaty expired on the 1st 
of June of 1885. It was held out that the 
government would endeavor to create a 
new treaty by joining Canada in the estab- 
lishment of a commission to consider the 
subject of the fisheries. The president 
carried out his portion of the understand- 
ing; Mr, Bayard did his part. The Senate, 
however, by a decisive majority declined to 
accede to the recommendations of the 
president and the secretary of state. Can- 
ada had given the American fishermen a 
whole season's fishing during the summer 
and autumn of 1885. The failure of tho 
American Senate to appoint a commission 
to consider the fisheries threw the matter 
back on our hands and we were compelled 
t> protect our rights by the enforcement of 
the laws which every nation exercises and 
the right to which all nations concede.” 

Being asked how far England would 
support Canada he said: ‘the English 
government relies on its law officers in 
questions of this kind. The lord chancel 
lor and the attorney general give advice on 
points of law, international and otherwise. 
The whole subject is one of law, and the 
English law officers have sustained the 
position of Canada,” 

In reply to the question ; ‘* What would 
Canada do if the Ketaliation measure came 
into effect?” Sir John said, ** Yes you aro 
at liberty to say that Canada’s position is 
fixed, regardless of what may be done in 
the United States.” * * * If wecon- 
cede the claims of the United States that 
her fishermen shall buy bait and obtain 
supplies, we give them almost an irrepar- 
able advantage over our fishermen. The 
Canadian fisheries are one of her great 
sources of wealth. We cannot afford to 
abandon them, and we never will.”

It is stated that preliminary steps have 
been taken in Canada by the Edison com- 
pany to legally enforce its rights, and that 
suits will shortly be commenced against all 
users of other incandescent lamps, the rea- 
son for bringing the suits against the users 
in this country being that there are no 
manufacturers of other incandescent ap- 
paratus in the Dominion, all the plants 
which ‘aré claimed to infringe the Edison 
patents having been imported, 

The active prosecution of the Edison 
suits against infringera was recently com- 
menced at Trenton, N. J., by the institu- 
tion of no less than eleven suits against 
the Westinghouse Electric Company, of 
Pittsburg, claiming injunctions and dam- 
ages.

Messrs. W. R. Aylsworth, and Jas. 
Duncan moyed that the Council accept the 
invitation and visit the Hospital at 2 p. m. 
on Friday. 

Mr. Breeze favored the resolution. He 
hada Township baby, 9 years old, with a 
sore leg that he wanted admitted to that 
institution, and he would like to see what 
The ‘resolution{carried, and Messrs*Hur- 
ley and Duncan were deputed to secure 
conveyances.

The Sailor-Fish. 

In the warm Waters of the Indian Ocean 
a strange mariner is found that has given 
rise to many curious tales amony the 
natives of the coast thereabout. ‘They tell 
of a wonderful sail often seen in the calm 
seasons preceeding the terrible hurricanes 
that course over those waters. Not a 
breath then disturbs the water, the sea 
rises and falls like a vast sheet of glass ; 
suddenly the sail appears, glistening with 
rich purple and golden hues, and seeming- 
ly driven along by a mighty wind. On it 
comes, quivering and sparkling, as if be- 
decked with gems, but only to disapper as 
if by magic, Many travellers had heard 
with unbelief this strange tale ; but one 
day the phantom craft actually appeared to 
the crew of an Indian steamer, and as it 
passed by under the stern of the vessel, the 
queer *‘ sail" was seen to belong toa gigan- 
tic sword-fish, aow known as the sailor- 
fish. Tho sail was really an enormously 
developed dorsal fin that was over ten feet 
high, and was richly colored with blue and 
iridescent tints ;and as tho fish swam along 
on or near the surface of the water, this 
great fin naturally wayed to and fro, so 
that, from a distance, it could easily be 
mistaken for a curious sail.
